I. . The following are entitled to "mounted pay" (pay of mounted 
officers of their grade) : Officers of the Staff Corps below the rank of 
Major, officers of troops of Cavalry, officers of one light battery for each 
regiment of Artillery, officers announced in orders from this office as 
Acting Signal Officers, and authorized Aides-de-Camp duly appointed as 
such. 

II. .Such other light batteries of Artillery as may be designated by 
the President (under section 1101, Revised Statutes) and equipped as 
such will have the organization of a light battery, except the additional 
2d Lieutenant, and tbe officers thereof actually serving with the light 
batteries will be entitled to mounted pay. 

III. -Department Commanders will announce in orders the authority 
obtained from the Secretary of War for mounting companies of Infantry, 
giving the date from which such mounted service commences. They will 
also announce promptly, in orders, the date of the termination of such 
mounted service. These announcements will guide the Pay Department 
in paying mounted pay. Officers actually serving with companies of 
Infantry mounted as above, and not in excess of the legal organization of 
Infantry ^ are entitled to mounted pay while so serving. A company of 
Infantry mounted retains the same organization as on foot. 

IV. . Other officers on duty which, in the opinion of the Department 
Commander, requires them to be mounted, will be entitled to mounted 
pay on the certificate of their Department Commanders that they have 
been on duty in the service of the United States which required them to 
be mounted during the time for which mounted pay is charged. 

Muster-rolls and returns of light batteries and companies of 
Infantry mounted must show in all cases, by number, date, and source 
of order, the authority for being mounted ; on the first muster-roll after 
being mounted a full copy of the order, and on the first roll after being 
dismounted a full copy of the order therefor. The pay accounts of all 
officers charging mounted pay must embrace the same information, but 
need not embrace any certificate in regard to the use of a public horse, 
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VI- -The use of public horses for the public service by officers receiv- 
ing mounted pay will be regulated by the Department, under the super- 
vision of Division Commanders, to conform to the necessities of the public 
service. As a rule, every such officer will be required to furnish his own 
mount. Attention is invited in this connection to paragraph 1143, Army 
Regulations of 1863.

The Secretary of War. 

Sir: In reply to yours of the 26th ultimo, addressed to the Attorney General, and 
enquiring into the legality of the tax of five cents for every soldier at the post, imposed 
by the Council of Administration upon Wright and Langton, Post Traders at Fort 
Dodge, Kansas, I submit that in my opinion such tax is in accordance with law. 

By Article 198 of the Army Regulations (ed. 1863) a like tax is authorized in terms 
as regards Post Sutler*. This office, however, was abolished, and its duties transferred 
to the Subsistence Department of the Army, by the act of 1866, ch. 299, s. 25. Ten 
years later, by the act of 1876, ch. 226, sec. 3, it was provided "that every military post 
may have one trader, to be appointed by the Secretary of War, on the recommendation 
of the Council of Administration, approved bv the commanding officer, who shall be 
subject in all respects to the rules and regulations for the government of the Army." 
In the mean time the above rules have remained continuously in existence. They 
were not repealed by the act which abolished the occupation upon which they operated. 
That statute merely rendered them inoperative for want of subject matter. But they 
continued in force so far as that if sutlers had again been authorized in terms, they would 
without more said at once have become applicable for their government. 

Referring to the circumstance that the business of Post Traders and Post Sutlers 
moat be very much the same, and that the necessity which has always existed for 
formal regulations of the latter business must attend as well the former, there might 
be reason, even in the absence of an express statutory provision upon the point, to 
believe that Army Regulations which applied to sutler*, upon a mere change of the 
name to traders would still be operative ; it being obviously the occupation and peculiar 
relation? and not the name of the office, that suggested the rules in question. 

It is, however, unnecessary to pursue this point, for the above quoted act of 1876 ex- 
pressly makes Post Traders subject in all respects to the Army Regulations. It seems 
that by this Congress must have meant especially to refer to those regulations which ap- 
plied to the occupation so authorized, i. e., that the Post Council might prescribe the sort 
of stock to be kept on hand, fix a tariff of prices, verify weights and measures, and re- 
quire the trader to pay a tax to the post fund. 

It seems to me that whatever objection there may be to subjecting civilians to Army 
regulations in time of peace is not relevant to a case where the civilian has voluntarily 
assumed the position to which a statute attaches such subjection — at all events so far as 
such regulations levy a petty tax for the support of camp charities. 

I have attentively considered the opinion given in this case by the learned Judge Ad- 
vocate General, with which you have favored me, but after allowing it all the weight 
due to his special skill in this branch of the profession I am unable to concur therein.

Sir: Tours of the 26th ultimo, addressed to the Attorney General, asks whether the 
authorities of Lawrence County, Dakota, have a right to compel one Fanshawe, Post 
Trader at Fort Meade in such Territory, to take out a county license for the sale of 
liquor — the place of sale being upon a Government reservation within said county. 

From the form of your note I gather that the only objection to such tax is because of 
the location of the place of business. If so, I am of opinion that the tax is valid. 

In this I assume that Fanshawe is trading not only with military persons but with 
citizetu. If his sales were limited to the former, it would not be competent for the 
county authorities to levy a tax upon him, for Post Traders so far are, very clearly, a 
part of the machinery of the United States Government — instruments by which it sup- 
plies to soldiers at remote stations many articles which cannot well be provided by the 
Regular Army bureaux, but which nevertheless are necessary to their comfort and 
health, and therefore to the efficiency of the Army. This business then if strictly con- 
fined within the limits of the Army is upon general principles not taxable by State, 
Territorial, or county authorities. 

But such immunity does not protect the same business when extended to customers 
other than military persons. In that case the reason for immunity failB, and with it 
the immunity itself.

By the President of the United States of America, 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas it has become known to me that certain evil-disposed persons have, within 
the territory and jurisdiction of the United States, begun and set on foot preparations 
or an organized and forcible possession of and settlement upon the 1 ands of what is 
known as the Indian Territory, west of the State of Arkansas, which Territory is 
designated, recognised, and described by the treaties and laws of the United States, 
and by the Executive authorities, as Iudian Country, and as such is only subject to 
occupation by Indian tribes, officers of the Indian Department, military posts, and 
such persons as maybe privileged to reside and trade therein under the intercourse 
laws of the United States; and 

Whereas those laws provide for the removal of all persons residing and trading 
therein without express permission of the Indian Department and agents, and also of 
&H persons whom such agents may deem to be improper persons to reside in the Indian 
Country; and 

Whereas, in aid and support of such organized movement, it has been represented 
that no further action will be taken by the Government to prevent persons from going 
into said Territory and settling therein, but such representations are wholly without 
authority: 

Now, therefore, for the purpose of properly protecting the interests of the Indian 
Nations and tribes, as well as of the United States, in said Indian Ter-'tory, and of 
dulj enforcing the laws governing the same, I, Rutherford B. Hayes Prssideut of 
the United States, do admonish and warn all such persons so intending or preparing 
to remove upon said lands, or into said Territory, without permission of the proper 
agent of the Indian Department, against any attempt to so remove or settle upon any 
of the lands of said Territory ; and I do further warn and notify any and all such 
persons who may so offend that they will be speedily and immediately removed there- 
from by the agent, according to the laws made and provided, and that no efforts will 
°e spared to prevent the invasion of said Territory, rumors spread by evil-disposed 
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persons to the contrary notwithstanding ; and if necessary the aid and assistance of 
the military forces of the United States will be invoked to carry into proper execution 
the laws of the United States herein referred to. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed.

I. . The following are announced as mounted officers: 

Officers of the Staff Corps below the rank of Major, officers of troops of 
Cavalry, officers of one light battery for each regiment of Artillery, offi- 
cers announced in orders from this office as Acting Signal Officers, and 
authorized Aides- de-Camp duly appointed as such. 

Other light batteries of Artillery which may be designated by the 
President (under section 1101, Revised Statutes) and equipped as such 
will have the organization of a light battery, except the additional 2d 
Lieutenant, and the officers thereof actually serving with the light bat- 
teries will be mounted. 

Officers actually serving with companies of Infantry mounted by au- 
thority of the War Department, and not in excess of the legal organi- 
sation of Infantry, are mounted while so serving. A company of Infan- 
try mounted retains the same organization as on foot. 

Other officers on duty which, in the opinion of the Department Com- 
mander, requires them to be mounted, will be entitled to be so considered 
on the certificate of their Department Commanders that they have been 
on duty in the service of the United States which required them to be 
mounted during the time. 

II. . Department Commanders will announce in orders the authority 
obtained from the Secretary of War fur mounting companies of Infantry, 
giving the date from which such mount ed service commences. They will 
also announce promptly, in orders, the datp of the* termination of such 
mounted service. These announcements will guide the Pay Department 
in paying mounted pay. 

III. . Muster- rolls and returns of light batteries and companies of Infan- 
try mounted must show in all cases, by number, date, and source of order, 
the authority for being mounted; on the first muster-roll after being 
mounted a full copy of the order, and on the first roll after being dis- 
mounted a full copy of the order therefor. The pay accounts of all offi- 
cers charging mounted pay must embrace the same information, but need 
not embrace any certificate in regard to the use of a public horse. ^ 



IV . .The use of public horses for the public service by officers receiving- 
mounted par will be regulated by the Department, under the supervision 
of Division Commanders, to conform to the necessities of the public 
service. As a rule, every such officer will be required to furnish hie own 
mount. Attention is invited in this connection to paragraph 1143, Army 
Regulations of 1863.

Hon. Alex. Ramsbv, 

Secretary of War. 

Sir: Your letter of the 25th ultimo presents for my consideration the following ques- 
tion: "Whether the amount ($30) of a reward, paid for the apprehension of a soldier as 
a supposed deserter, can legally be stopped against his pay after he has been tried by 
Coart-Martial for his offence and determined not to be guilty of desertion, but of absence 
without leave only." 

I assume that the case here contemplated is one wherein the Court-Martial has not, 
t>r its sentence! imposed stoppage of the amount out of the pay of the soldier as pun- 
ishment for the offence (absence without leave) of which he was convicted, and that 
the inquiry is whether, assuming this to be so, the stoppage can be made by authority 
of law. 

By the Army Regulations of 1863, which are now in force, a reward of thirty dollars 
U authorized to be paid "for the apprehension and delivery of a deserter," and the 
payment thereof is required to be promptly reported to the officer commanding the 
•ompany in which the deserter is mustered and also to the authority competent to 
-rderhis trial (see par. 156 as amended by General Order No. 325, Septemer 28, 1863). 
An appropriation is annually made ''for the apprehension, securing, and delivering of 
taerters," which is placed under the control of the Quartermaster's Department, and 
oat of which the reward is paid by a disbursing officer of that Department. (See 20 
**t, pp. 2, H7.) 

The same Regulations cop tain a provision having for its object the reimbursement of 
the Government, in certain contingencies, for expenditures thus made. It is found in 
I«r. 160, which reads: "Rewards and expenses paid for apprehending a deserter will bo 
«t against his pay, when adjudged by a Court-Marlial, or when he is restored to duty 
without trial on such condition." 

The provision for payment of a reward is limited to the case where a soldier is appre- 
hended and delivered as a deserter; while the provision for reimbursement of the Gov- 
ernment is applicable only to the case of a soldier who, having been apprehended as a 
deserter, is adjudged by a Oourt-Martial, or is restored to duty without trial on condition 
that the reward paid for his apprehension shall be stopped out of his pay. By the for- 
mer provision it is not contemplated that payment of the reward is to depend upon the 
result of the trial of tne soldier apprehended, i. e., whether he is convicted or not. 
It is sufficient, to authorize the payment, that the soldier was apprehended and brought 
tft on a charge of desertion. But under the latter provision, to warrant the amount of 
the reward paid for his apprehension to be set against the pay of the soldier, it seems ' 
to me that a conviction of the offence of desertion is necessary, or a restoration to duty 
without trial on conditions involving a stoppage of the amount of the reward from his 
I«y, in which event the stoppage would be by the soldier's consent. 

1 
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Where a trial takes place, and the soldier is acquitted, it id clear that, under par. 160 
above cited, the amount of the reward cannot be stopped against his pay. The language 
of that provision, "when adjudged by a Court-Martial," must bo deemed to mean when 
adjudged to be guilty, or convicted, by the Court. If the soldier is convicted, not of 
desertion, but of absence without leave — which it is competent for a Court-Martial to do on 
a charge of desertion — a point here suggested is, whether the conviction is within the 
provision just referred to, so as to authorize a stoppage of the amount of the reward 
paid for his apprehension. On this point, as already intimated, I adopt the negative 
view — holding that a conviction, in order to come within that provision, must be of the 
offence of desertion. This conclusion is fairly deducible from the terms of par. 100, and 
of the paragraphs which precede and follow it under Article XVIII, and also of par. 
1358, Army Regulations, all of which appear to contemplate solely the case of deserters. 

Stoppage of pay against a soldier is unauthorized unless it is made in execution of 
the sentence of a Court-Martial, or in pursuance of a statute, or in conformity to the 
Regulations of the Army, which have the force of law. I find no statute which pro- 
vides for stoppage of pay in the case of a soldier who has been absent without leave. 
However, in the Army Regulations, par. 1357, such provision appears. It authorizes 
stoppage of pay for the time during which the soldier was absent. This is the only 
provision in the law of the military service, of which I am aware, authorizing a stop- 
page of pay against a soldier on account of absence without leave, where stoppage of 
pay is not imposed as punishment for that offence by sentence of a Court-Martial. 

To your inquiry I accordingly reply, that the amount of the reward paid for the 
apprehension of a soldier as a deserter, who upon trial by a Court-Martial for desertion 
has been convicted only of the offence of absence without leave, cannot lawfully be 
stopped against his pay, in a case where the sentence of the Court does not impose 
such stoppage.

AK ACT to restore to the public domain the military reservation known as the Fort 
Ripley Reservation, in the State of Minnesota, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War be, 
and lie is hereby, authorized and required to turn over to the Department 
of the Interior all of the military reservation known as the Fort Ripley 
reservation, in the State of Minnesota, except a strip or tract of land 
fifty feet in width from the centre of the railroad track on each side of 
said track of the Western Railroad Company of Minnesota, as the said 
track is located and constructed, being a distance of about fifteen miles 
across said reservation on the east side of the Mississippi River ; together 
with a tract of land fifteen hundred feet in length and three hundred feet 
in width for depot and station purposes at the present location of the 
Fort Ripley side track, the same being for right of way for said railroad 
as heretofore granted by acts of Congress in the years eighteen hundred 
and fifty-seven and eighteen hundred and sixty-five and which is hereby 
granted for that purpose. 

SEC. 2. All the lands embraced in said Fort Ripley reservation hereby 
required to be turned over to the Secretary of the Interior shall be subject 
to entry by actual settlers under the pre-emption and homestead laws as 
minimum lands, of the rate of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, 
from and after the passage of this act. The rights of all actual settlers 
entitled to the benefits of the pre-emption or homestead laws who now 
occupy said lands shall date from the day of their actual settlement there- 
on ; and in perfecting their titles thereto under the homestead or pre- 
emption laws the time such settlers have occupied and improved their 
said lands shall be allowed : Provided, That all persons who purchased 
and paid for any of said lands at the sale authorized by the War Depart- 
ment in the year anno Domini eighteen hundred and fifty-seven and paid 
therefor the minimum price of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre 
shall be entitled to patents for the same without further payment: And 
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provided further, That the Secretary of the Interior shall, prior to offering 
any quarter section, half quarter section, or quarter quarter section 
whereon are situate any public buildings or improvements, erected or 
made by the government, cause the said tracts with the improvements 
thereon to be appraised by three disinterested persons, and upon his 
approval of such appraisement shall dispose of said tracts at not less 
than the appraised value. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

War for the adequate protection thereof: Provided, That none of said 
appropriation shall be used for the purposes aforesaid until a valid title 
to said sites be vested in the United States : And provided further, That 
the State of Texas shall duly release and relinquish to the United States 
the right to assess or tax said sites, or any of them, or any improvements 
placed thereon for military purposes, so long as the United States shall 
remain the owner thereof.

Provided further, That the adjutant-general of the State of Nebraska, or 
other proper accounting officer, shall receipt for said arms and camp 
equipage in the name of said State, and that such of them as shall not be 
returned shall be charged to said State, and deducted out of the sum, 
amount and share of the annual sum of two hundred thousand dollars 
appropriated for the purpose of providing arms and equipments for the 
whole body of the militia, which may be assignable or distributable or 
allotted to said State of Nebraska.

By direction of the Secretary of MlaV, the following Regulations in 
relation to Boards of Survey are announced to the Army : 

I. . All pubffc property which has become damaged, except by fair wear 
and tear, or which is believed to be unsuitable for the service, shall, if 
deemed necessary by the commanding officer, before being submitted to 
an Inspector for condemnation, be examined by a Board of Survey. 

II. . In order to relieve an officer from liability on account of public 
property damaged, except by fair wear and tear, or for any cause unsuit- 
able for use, it must, before being submitted to an Inspector for con- 
demnation, be examined by a Board of Survey. 

III. . One copy of the proceedings of the Board will accompany the 
inventory and inspection report which is transmitted, as a voucher, with 
the accounts and returns of the officer responsible for the property. 
Another copy of the proceedings of the Board and of the inventory and 
inspection report will be filed with his retained papers. 

IV. . When the amount in question, or the value of the property sub- 
mitted to a Board of Survey, exceeds five hundred dollars, the proceed- 
ings will not be regarded as complete in form until thtey have been acted 
on by the commander of the Department in which they originate. 

V. . If the officer interested ask it, the proceedings of the Board of 
Survey shall be submitted to the Department Commander, whatever the 
amount involved, before being forwarded to the bureau. 

VI. . If the interests involved be large, they should also be submitted 
to the Division Commander. 

VII. . If, on examination in the proper bureau, the proceedings appear 
defective, or any objection arise, they are to be submitted for action of 
the Secretary of War. 

VIII. . The final authority, which decides whether they constitute a 
sufficient voucher to relieve an officer from responsibility for property, 
rests not with any military officer, but with the Secretary of War.

The General announces to the Army and the country the death of Major 
General Samuel P. Heintzelman (retired), at his residence in this city, at 1 
o'clock this morning, at the age of seventy-five years. 

Thus parts another link in that golden chain of memory which binds us 
to the. past, and nought now remains of this noble soldier and gentleman 
except his example and the record of deeds which have contributed 
largely to the development and glory of his country in the last half cen- 
tury. 

Samuel P. Heintzelman was born at Manheim, Lancaster County, Penn- 
sylvania, September 30, 1805; entered the Military Academy at West 
Point July 1, 1822 ; graduated in 1826 ; commissioned as Brevet 2d Lieu- 
tenant, 3d Infantry, and 2d Lieutenant, 2d Infantry, July 1, 1826. In 
this capacity he served on the Northern Frontier at Forts Gratiot, Macki- 
nac, and Brady, when, on the 4th of March, 1833, he was appointed 1st 
Lieutenant, and served on Quartermaster's duty in Florida and the Creek 
country. 

On the 7th of J uly, 1838, he was commissioned as Captain of the Staff 
in the Quartermaster's Department, remaining in Florida till the close of 
that war in 1842, and in 1847 joined General Scott's army in Mexico, 
taking an active part in several engagements, for which he was brevetted 
Major, October 9, 1847. 

In 1848-49 he accompanied his regiment around Cape Horn to Cali- 
fornia, and for several years was very busily employed in what is now 
the Territory of Arizona, receiving the brevet of Lieutenant Colonel for 
his conduct in the campaign against the Yuma Indians, which terminated 
hostilities in that quarter. 

March 3, 1855, he was promoted to Major of the 1st Infantry, and served 
with that regiment on the Texas frontier, rendering most valuable service 
against the organized marauders under Cortinas, and contributing largely 
to the safety of that newly-acquired region of our country. 

The civil war of 1861 found him at Fort Columbus, New York Harbor, 
superintending the General Recruiting Service, and with the ardor of his 
nature and with his whole soul and might he embarked in that terrible 
conflict ; first, appointed Colonel of the now 17th Infantry, he was rapidly 
advanced to Brigadier and Major General, holding high and important 
commands throughout the entire war, attaining the rank of Major General 
of Volunteers and Brevet Maior General of the Regular Army. A record 
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of these services would pass the limits of this obituary notice, but when 
the war closed no name on our Register bore a more honorable record. 

On the 22d of February, 1869, having attained the age of sixty-five, 
and having served continuously in the Army forty-five years, he volun- 
tarily retired, as Major General, and has since spent most of his time here 
in Washington till this bright day of May, 1880. 

General Heintzelman was a man of an intense nature, of vehement 
action, guided by sound judgment and a cultivated taste. Universally re- 
spected and beloved, at a ripe old age he leaves us, universally regretted. 
" Well done, thou good and faithful servant ! 11 May our end be as peace- 
ful and as much deplored as his. 

The funeral will take place from his residence, No. 1123 Fourteenth 
street, at 9 a. m. on Monday, May 3d, instant, and will be escorted to the 
Sixth-street depot by a battalion of the Marine Corps and a battalion of 
the 2d Artillery. The commanding officer of the Artillery troops at the 
Washington Arsenal will detail an officer, a non-commissioned officer, and 
three men to accompany the remains to Buffalo, for final interment. 

The officers of the Army in this city are requested to attend the funeral 
ceremonies on Monday.

Assistant Adjutant General, 

Military Division of the Pacific. 
Sir: The idea of using round balls and reduced charges in the service cartridge- 
shell was suggested to me by a gentleman of San Francisco. Being satisfied of its 
merit, after careful test, I send you herewith, for trial, a few cartridges loaded with 
seven grains powder and round balls, cal. .44, weighing one hundred and forty grains, 
which, at the range of forty or fifty feet, fired from the Springfield rifle, I have found 
to yield astonishingly accurate results. They will be found, I think, very useful in 
lieu of indicator and candle practice in instructing recruits; and at reduced targets 
will afford the trained marksman valuable home amusement and practice. 

The bullets take the grooves perfectly, aud at the ranges mentioned will just about 
pierce an inch board. You can try them with perfect safety in your back yard. They 
are made from muzzle-loading ammunition, fabricated in 1863. Fresher powder, no 
donbt, in charges of five grains, would probably yield same results. 

For armory practice, this has an advantage over air-guns, or other guns of small 
caliber, because the soldier practices with his own rifle, t. e., with a gun having the 
same weight, trigger-pull, balance, and sights, that he will- be called upon to fire in 
actual service.

The foregoing method solves practically, and satisfactorily in many 
respects, the question of unlimited target practice. For this practice 
the targets are to be reduced directly as the ranges. For instance, if a 
fifty-foot range be convenient, and it be desirable to obtain practice for 
two hundred, one hundred, and fifty yards, respectively, the following 
method may be pursued: Fifty feet being one-twelfth of two hundied 
yards, a reduction of target to one-twelfth its size represents a target for 
two hundred yards ; a reduction to one-sixth, a target for one hundred 
yards ; and to one third, a target for fifty yards. The diameter of the cor- 
responding bull's-eyes (Creedmoor third-class target) are two-thirds of 
au inch, one and one-third inches, and two and two-third inches, respect- 
ively. 

At posts where there is no obsolete ammunition of .44 cal., molds for 
the spherical bullet of this size can readily be obtained from the nearest 
city by mail. 

Ilis generally requisite to use with the bullet a lubricated patch in 
forcing it into the shell. The shells will last indefinitely with this small 
charge. 
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The Ordnance Department will soon be prepared to issue, on requisi- 
tion for gallery practice, an annual supply for each company, as follows; 
125 pounds lead bullets, round, cal. .45; 25 pounds powder; 25 pound! 
lubricant ; 15,000 primers ; a sufficient number of paper targets, reduced 
in size ; 1 two-inch pouring ladle ; 1 seven-inch melting ladle ; 1 bull* 
mold, 4 balls ; and 1 adjustable charger, up to ten grains. The lubri 
cant is Japan wax, or bees- wax and tallow, when the former cannot \ 
procured. The bullets should be recovered after firing, and recast. 

A slab of lead one foot square and one-half inch thick, weighing aboi 
thirty pounds, can be cast and used as a butt. Otherwise an ammunitw 
box filled with earth will do. 

The round ball being .456 to .458 in diameter, will reqiiire no pi 
but must be well lubricated. 

Experiments prove that with charges of three, four, and five grail 
of powder, excellent practice can be made at fifty, seventy-five, ando 
hundred feet, and that with powder from broken-up ammunition whi 
has deteriorated more or less, the charges must be increased to probal 
eight, nine, and ten grains, respectively. m

When a soldier, by reason of old age and long service, or of disability 
contracted in line of duty, becomes a candidate for admission to the 
Soldiers' Home, near Washington, D. C, his company commander will 
so report (through proper military channels) to the Adjutant General of 
the Army, giving all details that may be needed for a full understanding 
of the case. 

This report will be referred to the Board of Commissioners of the 
Home, and if in their opinion the soldier is entitled to become an inmate, 
the necessary authority will be given to order him to Washington for 
temporary admission to the Soldiers' Home. 

The Governor of the Home shall in less than thirty days report the 
man's physical condition to the Adjutant General, with a view to his 
return to duty or discharge from the service. 

The descriptive list, which should be sent by mail, should give full 
particulars in regard to physical condition and the circumstances under 
which any disability may have been contracted. 

Twenty years' service, while it entitles a soldier to the benefits of the 
Home, does not entitle him to discharge, before the expiration of his 
term of service, if he be fit for duty.

I~AN ACT making appropriations for the support of the Army for the ArchI year 
ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the following sums be, and 
the game are hereby, appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, for the support of the Army for the year ending 
June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, as follows: 

For expenses of the commanding general's office, two thousand five 
hundred dollars, 

For expenses of recruiting and transportation of recruits from rendez- 
vous to depot, seventy-five thousand dollars. And no money appro- 
priated by this act shall be paid for recruiting the Army beyond the 
number of twenty-live thousand enlisted men, including Indian scouts 
and hospital- stewards ; and thereafter there shall be no more than 
ta'«ily-fi ve thousand enlisted men in the Army at any one time, unless 
otherwise authorized by law. Nothing, however, in this act shall be con- 
strued to prevent enlistments for the Signal Service, which shall hereafter 
be maintained, as now organized and as provided by law, with a force of 
enlisted men not exceeding four hundred and fifty. 

For contingent expenses of the Adjutant- General's Department at the 
headquarters of military divisions and departments, three thousand dol- 
lars. 

For expenses of the Signal Service of the Army, purchase, equipment, 
and repair of electric field-telegraphs and signal equipments and stores, 
ten thousand five hundred dollars.

men ; four hundred and fifty enlisted men of the Signal Corps ; the allow- 
ances for travel, retained pay, and clothing not drawn, payable to enlisted 
men on discharge; and one retired ordnance sergeant, eleven million five 
hundred and forty-eight thousand six hundred aud one dollars and fifty- 
five cents. 

For mileage of officers of the Army for tra vel on duty under orders, two 
hundred thousand dollars. 

For miscellaneous expenses, to wit: Hire of one hundred and twenty- 
five contract surgeons and two hundred hospital -matrons ; extra- duty pay 
to enlisted men for service in hospitals; pay of fifty-four paymasters' 
•clerks and fourteen veterinary surgeons ; hire of paymasters' messengers, 
not to exceed fifteen thousand dollars ; cost of telegrams on official busi- 
ness received and sent by officers of the Army ; compensation of citizen 
clerks and witnesses attending upon military courts and commissions; 
travel expenses of paymasters' clerks; commutation of quarters for offi- 
cers on duty without troops at places where there are no public quarters; 
and for the payment of any such officers as may be in service, either upon 
the active or retired list, during the year ending June thirtieth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-one, in excess of the numbers for each class provided 
for in this act, five hundred and fifty-one thousand one hundred and 
ninety-eight dollars and forty-five cents. 

Subsistence Department. — For subsistence of twenty-five thousand 
enlisted men, one hundred and twenty additional half-rations for sergeants 
and corporals of ordnance, enlisted men of the Signal Service, women to 
companies (laundresses), one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five 
civilian employees, one hundred and twenty-five contract-surgeons, two 
hundred hospital-matrons, one hundred and ten military convicts, and five 
hundred prisoners of war (Indians), in all ten million seven hundred and 
fifty-five thousand eight hundred and twenty rations, at twenty cents each; 
for difference between cost of rations and commutation thereof for detailed 
men, and for enlisted men and recruits at recruiting stations, and for cost of 
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hot coffee and cooked rations for troops traveling on care; for subsistence 
stores for Indians visiting military posts, and Indians employed without 
pay as scouts, and guides, two million two hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars; of which amount three hundred thousand dollars shall be available 
from and after the passage of this act for the purchase of stores necessary to 
be transported to distant posts in advance of the thirtieth of June, eighteen 
hundred and eighty : Provided, That to the cost of all stores and other 
articles sold to officers and men, except tobacco, as provided for in section 
one thousand one hundred and forty-nine of the Revised Statutes, ten per 
centum shall be added to cover wastage, transportation, and other inci- 
dental charges, save that subsistence supplies may be sold to companies, 
detachments, and hospitals at cost prices, not including cost of transporta- 
tion, upon the certificate of an officer commanding a company or detach- 
ment, or in charge of *a hospital, that the supplies are necessary for the 
exclusive use of such company, detachment, or hospital. 

Quaktermastkr'8 Department.— For the regular supplies of the 
Quartermaster's Department, consisting of stoves for heating and cooking ; 
of fuel for officers, enlisted men, guards, hospitals, storehouses, and 
offices ; of forage in kind for horses, mules, and oxen of the Quartermas- 
ter's Department at the several posts and stations, and with the armies in 
the field; for the horses of the several regiments of cavalry, the batteries 
of artillery, mounted men of the Signal Service, and such companies of 
infantry and scouts as may be mounted, and for the authorized number of 
officers' horses, including bedding for the animals ; of straw for soldiers' 
hedding ; and of stationery, including blank books for the Quartermas- 
ter's Department, certificates for discharged soldiers, blank forms for the 
Pay and Quartermaster's Departments, and for priuting of division and 
department orders and reports, three million six hundred thousand dollars. 

For incidental expenses, to wit : For postage and telegrams or dis- 
patches ; extra pay to soldiers employed under the direction of the Quar- 
termaster's Department in the erection of barracks, quarters, storehouses, 
and hospitals, in the construction of roads, and other constant labor, for 
periods of not less than ten days, including those employed as clerks at 
division and department headquarters, and Signal -Service sergeants; ex- 
penses of expresses to and from the frontier posts and armies in the field; 
<»f escorts to paymasters and other disbursing officers, and to trains where 
military escorts canuot be furnished ; expenses of the interment of officers 
killed in action, or who die when on duty in the field, or at posts on the 
frontiers, or when traveling on Orders, and of non commissioned officers 
and soldiers ; authorized office furniture ; hire of laborers in the Quarter- 
mastefs Department, including the hire of interpreters, spies, and guides 
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for the Army ; compensation of clerks to officers of the Quartermaster's 
Department ; compensation of forage and wagon masters authorized by 
the act of July fifth, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight ; for the appre- 
hension, securing, and delivering of deserters, aud the expenses incident 
to their pursuit; and for the following expenditures, required for the 
several regiments of cavalry, the hatteries of light artillery, and such 
companies of infantry aud scouts as may be mounted, and for the trains, to 
wit: hire of veterinary surgeons, medicine for horses and mules,. picket- 
ropes, and for shoeing the horses and mules ; also, generally, the proper 
and authorized expenses for the movement and operations of the Army 
not expressly assigned to any other department, oue million dollars. 

For purchase of horses for the cavalry and artillery, and for the Indian 
scouts, and for such infantry as may be mounted, two hundred thousand 
dollars. 

For transportation of the Army, including baggage of the troops, when 
moving either by laud or water; of clothing and camp and garrison 
equipage from the depots of Philadelphia and Jefferson ville to the several 
posts and Army depots, and from those depots to the troops in the field; 
of horse equipments and of subsistence stores from the places of purchase 
and from the places of delivery, under contract, to such places as the 
circumstances of the service may require them to be sent ; of ordnance, 
ordnance stores, aud small-arms from the fouuderies and armories* to the 
arsenals, fortifications, frontier posts, and Army depots; freights, wharf- 
age, tolls, and ferriages ; the purchase and hire of horses, mules, oxeu, 
aud harness, and the purchase and repair of wagons, carts, and drays, 
and of ships and other sea-going vessels and boats required for the trans- 
portation of supplies, and lor garrison purposes ; for drayage and cartage 
at the several posts; hire of teamsters; transportation of funds for the 
pay and other disbursing departments; the expenses of sailing public 
transports on the various rivers, the Gulf of Mexico, and the Atlantic 
and Pacific; for procuring water at such posts as, from their situation, 
require it to be brought from a distance. ; and for clearing roads aud for 
removing obstructions from roads, harbors, and rivers, to the extent 
which may be required for the actual operations of the troops in the field, 
four million dollars. 

For hire of quarters for troops, of storehouses for the safe-keeping of 
military stores, of offices, and of grounds for camp and summer canton- 
ments, and for temporary frontier stations; for the construction of tem- 
porary huts and stables ; and for repairing public buildings at established 
posts, eight hundred and eighty thousand dollars. 
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For construction and repair of hospitals, as reported by the Surgeon- 
General of the Army, seventy-five thousand dollars. 

For purchase and manufacture of clothing and camp and garrison 
equipage, and for preserving and repacking the stock of clothing and 
camp aud garrison equipage and materials on hand at the Philadelphia, 
Jefferson ville, and other depots of the Quartermaster's Department, one 
million dollars. 

Forall contingent expenses of the Army not provided for by other esti- 
mates, and embracing all branches of the military service, to be expended 
under the immediate orders of the Secretary of the War, forty thousand 
dollars. 

Medical Department. — For purchase of medical and hospital sup- 
plies, medical care and treatment of officers and soldiers on detached 
duty, expenses of purveying-depots, advertising, and other miscellaneous 
expenses of the Medical Department, two hundred thousand dollars. 

For the Army Medical Museum, and for medical and other works for 
the library of the Surgeon -General's Office, ten thousand dollars. 

Engineer Department. — For engineer depot at Willets Point, New 
York, namely : For purchase of engineering materials to continue the 
present course of instruction of the engineer battalion in field engineering, 
one thousand dollars. 

For incidental expenses of the depot, remodeling ponton-trains, repair- 
ing instruments, purchasing fuel, forage, stationery, chemicals, extra-duty 
pay to soldiers engaged in special skilled labor, such as wheelwright 
work, priuting, photographing and lithographing engineer documents, 
and ordiuary repairs, four thousand dollars. 

Ordnance Department. — For the ordnance service, required to 
defray the current expenses at the arsenals ; of receiving stores and issuing 
arms and other ordnance supplies; of police and office duties; of fuel 
and lights ; of stationery and office furniture ; of tools and instruments 
for use; of public animals, forage, and vehicles; incidental expenses of 
the ordnance service, including compensation of workmen in the armory 
and museum building connected with the Ordnance Office and those at- 
tending practical trials and tests of ordnance, small-arms, and other ord- 
nance supplies, one hundred and ten thousand dollars. 

For manufacture of metallic ammunition for small-arms, eighty thousand 
dollars. 

For overhauling, cleaning, and preserving new ordnance stores on hand 
at the arsenals, twenty thousand dollars.

For mounting and dismounting guns and removing the armament from 
forts being modified or repaired, including heavy carriages returned to 
arsenals for alteration and repairs, and other necessary expenses of the 
same character, and for repairing ordnance and ordnance stores in the 
hands of troops and for issue at the arsenals aud depots, and for extra- 
duty pay for enlisted men detailed for ordnance service, thirty thousand 
dollars. 

For purchase and manufacture of ordnance stores, to fill requisitions of 
troops, one hundred and fifteen thousand dollars. 

For infantry, cavalry, and artillery equipments, consisting of clothing- 
hags, haversacks, canteens, and great-coat straps, and repairing horse 
equipments for cavalry troops, sixty-five thousand dollars. 

For powder depot : For grading grounds, erecting magazines, and other 
necessary buildings, and all expenses incident thereto, fifty thousand dol- 
lars : Provided, That the Secretary of War may, in his discretion, expend 
a sum not exceeding eighteen thousand five hundred dollars of this amount 
in the purchase of additional land adjoining the present site 

For manufacture of arms at national armories, three hundred thousand 
dollars. 

That upon the application of any college, university, or institution of 
learning incorporated under the laws of any State within the United 
States, having capacity at the same time to educate not less than one 
hundred and fifty male students, the President may detail an officer of the 
Army on the retired list to act as president, superintendent, or professor 
thereof; and such officer may receive from the institution to which he may 
be detailed the difference between his retired and full pay, and shall not 
receive any additional pay or allowance from the United States. 

United States Testing-Machine.— For caring for, preserving, 
using, and operating the United States testing-machine at the Watertown 
arsenal, five thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. That no money appropriated in this act is appropriated or 
shall be paid for the subsistence, equipment, transportation, or compensa- 
tion of any portion of the Army of the United States to be used as a police 
force to keep the peace at the polls at any election held within any State: 
Provided, That nothing in this provision shall be construed to pre vent the 
use of troops to protect against domestic violence in each of the States on 
application of the legislature thereof or of the executive when the legis- 
lature cannot be couvened [.] 

Approved May 4, 1880. 
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IL_AN ACT making appropriations for fortifications and other works of defense, and 
for the armament thereof, for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-one, and for other purposes. 

Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the sum of one huudred 
thousand dollars be, and the same is hereby, appropriated, out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the protection, 
preservation, and repair of fortifications and other works of defense, for 
the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and eighty-one, 
the same to be expended under the direction of the Secretary of War; 
also, the following for the armament of fortifications, namely : 

For the armament of sea-coast fortifications, including heavy guns and 
howitzers for flank defense, carriages, projectiles, fuses, powder, and 
implements, their trial and proof, and all necessary expenses incident 
thereto, and for machine guns, including the conversion of smooth-bore 
cannon into rifles, and the manufacture of four improved breech-loading 
twelve-inch rifled guns four hundred thousand dollars. 

For torpedoes for harbor defenses, and the preservation of the same, 
and for torpedo experiments in their application to harbor and land 
defense, and for instruction of engineer battalion in their preparation and 
application, fifty thousand dollars: Provided, That the money herein 
appropriated for torpedoes shall only be used in the establishment and 
maintenance of torpedoes to be operated from shore stations for the de- 
struction of an enemy 's vessel approaching the shore or entering the 
channels and fairways of harbors. 
Approved May 4, 1880. 



IH-.AN ACT to authorize the sale of Fort Logan, Montana Territory, and to establish 
a new post on the frontier. 

Be it enacted by ike Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War be 
he is hereby authorized and empowered to establish a new military 
post at or near the Mussel Shell River in the Territory of Montana, as he 
m ay deem best for the protection of the frontier from Indian incursions : 
Provided, The total cost of the same shall not exceed the sum of fifty 
thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The Secretary of War is hereby authorized and directed, after 
due notice, to sell at public auction or otherwise dispose of in parcels or 
otherwise, as he may deem most advantageous to the government, the site, 
reservation and buildings of Fort Logan, Montana Territory, and re- 
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invest the proceeds of such sale in the erection of the post authorized by 
the first section of this act : Provided, That such portion of said buildings, 
or of the materials thereof, as can be profitably removed to said new post, 
may be reserved from sale and so removed. 
Approved May 8, 1880.

HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, 

ADJUTANT GENERAL'S OFFICE,

The following revision of General Orders Nos. 10 and 72 of 1879, rela- 
tive to contracts, under instructions of the Secretary ot War, is, by his 
direction, published for the information and guidance of all concerned : 

I.. Purchases and Contracts for Military Supplies and 
Services. 

1. The supply of the Army and the direction of the expenditures of 
the appropriations for its support are, by law, committed to the Secretary 
of War. He exercises control through the several bureaus of the War 
Department and the several branches of the military service, and the 
officers thereof. He determines where particular supplies shall be pur- 
chased or contracted for; where they shall be delivered, inspected, stored, 
and how distributed, whether at general depots, for the use of the whole 
Army, or at particular posts or headquarters for parts thereof. He 
decides, also, through and by means of what officers, within the laws, 
these purchases and contracts shall be made. 

All officers of the Stan' who are assigned to the command of a General 
or other officer remain under that officer's military command, and are 
subject to his supervision, control, and command in all their official acts 
relating to matters within his command, and to all matters, acts, and 
things not specially excepted from his command and control under the 
law and by the Secretary of War, in accordance with the Regulations and 
General Orders published by the War Department, or issued by the Secre- 
tary of War from time to time. 

2. All Commanding Officers will see to the prompt rendering of returns, 
early requisitions and estimates from their respective commands, in order 
to provide for the making of timely contracts for necessary supplies or 
services. 

3. The Chief of each branch of the Staff of any command is to care, 
miry supervise all estimates and requisitions for supplies for his Depart- 
ment, with special reference to the cheapest market and most economical 
routes of transportation. Such officers should receive from their com- 
manders timely instructions as to all contemplated movements of troops, 
and as to any probable increase or diminution of force at any particular 
post, with a view to the proper and economical distribution of the supplies. 
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4. Contracts will not be made at posts unless specially ordered and, 
will not be so ordered unless the stores required can be procured at such 
posts as economically as if sent from other markets or from depots; and 
all such contracts shall be made out in the name of and signed by the 
Chief Officer of that branch of the Staff of the command to which they 
pertain. 

5. Proposals for supplies received at posts will, after having been care- 
fully examined, indorsed, and abstracted, be submitted by the officers 
receiving them, with their recommendations as to the proper bidder to 
whom the contract should be awarded, to the Post Commander, who will 
indorse thereon his recommendations in the case and forward them to 
next superior headquarters. At the Department Headquarters they, with 
all other proposals relating to the contract, will be examined by the officer 
of that branch of the Staff to which they pertain, who, under the general 
supervision of his commander, will make the award and execute the 
contract, unless it be one of those which should first be submitted to 
Division Headquarters or to the War Department. 

When proposals are received at the Headquarters of a Department for 
supplies for the general service of the Department, the Chief Officer of 
that branch of the Staff to which they pertain will submit them to the 
Department Commander, and, under his supervision, will make the 
award and contract, unless the contract be one of those which should 
first be submitted to Division Headquarters or to the War Department. 

All the papers relating to any contract are finally to be transmitted to 
the bureau of the War Department to which they pertain. 

6. At every post, when practicable, fuel and hay shall be procured by 
the labor of the troops, and the Department Commander shall designate 
the posts for which, when this cannot be done, contracts may be made. 

7. The labor of troops or Government employe's, or public means of 
transportation, shall not be used to enable contractors to fulfill contracts, 
unless in case of manifest necessity, when it shall be done only on the 
written authority of the Post or Superior Commander, and full deduction 
shall be made for such service. 

8. In cases where supplies or service of a general character are re- 
quired, as for stores to be delivered at general depots, or for the regular 
routes of transportation west of the Mississippi Kiver, the advertising for 
proposals and awarding of contracts will be made in accordance with the 
prescribed forms and by the officers to whom the duty may from time to 
time be committed by the Secretary of War. 

9. All contracts shall be in quintuplicate : one copy for the contractor, 
one for the contracting officer or inspector who receives the supplies, one 
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for the proper Comptroller of the Treasury, one for the head of the bureau 
of the War Department to which the contract pertains, and one for the 
Keturns Office, Department of the Interior; the latter copy of contract to 
be accompanied by the following, viz: A copy of the advertisement 
inviting proposals, one copy of all bids, offers, and proposals received 
under it, and the affidavit prescribed in section 3745, Revised Statutes. 
Upon receipt of the contract papers at the proper bureau of the War 
Department they will be critically examined with reference to the laws, 
regulations, and orders by which they are affected, and, if found correct, 
approval of the proper officer will be written thereon. 

Should objection appear, all the papers will be submitted to the Secre- 
tary of War for such action as he may take thereon. 

10. When the public exigencies do not require the immediate delivery 
of supplies, or the immediate furnishing of transportation or other ser- 
vices, advertisements shall be published for a reasonable time to allow 
persons at a distance to compete; and a proper time, to be set forth in the 
advertisement, will be given the successful bidder to make deliveries or 
to famish the supplies, transportation, or services after the award. 

Formal written contracts, with suitable bonds, will be made in all 
cases when time and circumstances allow. 

11. When an exigency demands that purchases in open market be made, 
the purchasing officer will, if time permit, notify the principal dealers in 
the articles needed who may be within his reach, and will request them 
to submit written sealed proposals for the sale of the supplies required. 
This notice may be given by hand-bills posted in public places, by circu- 
lar letters addressed to the principal dealers, or by both these means 
combined. 

When time does not permit even this course to be pursued, purchases 
may be made in the manner whieh is usual among business men. All 
written proposals received when purchases are made in open market will 
be forwarded in the proper manner to the Chief of the Bureau of the 
War Department to which the supplies purchased pertain. 

12. Every contract shall be made, as nearly as each will allow, accord- 
ing to the form prescribed, departing therefrom only so far as requisite to 
meet necessities of the public service. All conditions of a contract shall 
be Btated therein as fully and clearly as may be practicable. 

13. Slight informalities on the part of the bidder, in complying strictly 
with the terms of the advertisement, should not necessarily lead to the 
rejection of the bid made by him, but the interests of the Government 
should be fully considered in the final award of the contract. 
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II.. Advertising and Job Printing. 

Note.— The term "advertising," as used herein, includes all publications in news- 
papers inserted for pay. The words "job printing" cover all kinds of printing except 
advertisements inserted in newspapers. All communications relative to advertising 
and printing will be directed to the Chief Clerk of the War Department 

Section 3828 of the Revised Statutes, relative to advertising, is as 
follows : 

And be U further enacted, That no advertisement, notice, or proposal for any Executive 
Department of the Government, or for any Bureau thereof, or for any office therewith 
connected, shall be published in any newspaper whatever, except in pursuance of a 
written authority for such publication from the head of such Department; and no bill 
for any such advertising or publication shall be paid, unless there be presented with 
such bill a copy of the written authority aforesaid. 

The law requires advertising (Section 3709, Revised Statutes) for all 
purchases and contracts for supplies or services, except personal services, 
and also except in cases when the public exigency requires immediate 
delivery or performance. But the law does not confine advertising solely 
to newspapers, and the Secretary of War is of opinion that invitations 
to the public to bid given by hand-bills posted in public places are as 
much advertising within the meaning of the law as insertion of notices 
in newspapers. 

Advertising, whether in newspapers or by hand -bills, contemplates 
public notice, and, under the law, is to be followed by an opening of bids 
at which all competitors have the right to be present. 

Advertising in newspapers is to be used when there is sufficient time; 
but when such advertising is ordered it must come under the rules grow- 
ing out of section 3828, Revised Statutes. 

In all cases where there has not been public notice and an opening of 
bids, as provided' in section 3710 of the Revised Statutes, the officer 
making the purchase must transmit with the contract or account a state- 
ment to the effect that a public exigency required immediate delivery. 

Advertisements, whether by newspaper or hand-bills, will ordinarily 
be published by the officer who is to make the contract upon the propo- 
sals received — in special cases, if competent authority so directs, by any 
other proper officer ; and when issued shall be promptly forwarded by 
him through the proper bureau to the Chief Clerk of the War Depart- 
ment, with a copy of any specifications or instructions to bidders, or 
blanks for proposals, therein referred to. 

ADVERTISING. 

1. Whenever any officer of the War Department, or any Bureau 
thereof, or of the Army, or any Board of Officers, or Court-Martial, shall 
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deem it necessary or advisable to advertise in any newspaper or news- 
papers (the design being that the advertising shall be paid for by the 
Government), he or they will cause a copy of the proposed advertise- 
ment to be made and forwarded directly, through the Head of his or 
their Bureau, to the Chief Clerk of the War Department, for the action 
of the Secretary of War, with a letter requesting authority to publish 
the same, and stating in what paper or papers among those on the official 
list of the Department the advertisement should, in his or their judgment, 
be inserted, and for what length of time. 

If the officer or officers consider that the interests of the Government 
require the publication of an advertisement in any locality where there 
is no official newspaper, or in any newspaper not on the official list, the 
application should set forth that fact. 

2. The following form of application for authority to advertise will be 
observed :

Heads of bureaus will transmit these applications to the Chief Clerk 
of the War Department, with their recommendations indorsed thereon. 

3. Officers in advertising sales of property, or for proposals for con- 
tracts, or for proposals for supplies, will, as a general rule, allow thirty 
days to intervene between the date of the first publication of the adver- 
tisement and the date designated in such advertisement for the sale to take 
place or for the opening of bids; but a shorter period than thirty days 
may be designated if the interests* of the service, as reported by the officer 
advertising, should render it advisable. 

As a general rule, authority will be given for six consecutive insertions 
in a daily newspaper, or four consecutive insertions in a weekly news- 
paper; but authority will not be given to publish the same advertise- 
ment in all the authorized newspapers of any locality, unless the interests 
of the Government seem to require it. 
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Blank proposals, form of contract, and printed circulars stating the estimated quanti- 
ties of supplies to be transported, and giving full information as to the manner of 
bidding, conditions to be observed by bidders, and terms of contract and payment, will 

be furnished on application to this office or to the offices of , [here state places 

at which such information can be obtained.] 

Envelopes containing proposals should be marked " Proposals for transportation on 
route ," and addressed to the undersigned.

Note. — All advertisements are to be signed officially. 

5. All bills for advertising must be submitted to the Secretary of War 
for approval prior to being paid. The officer who issued the advertise- 
ment will cause publishers to furnish him with their bills in duplicate 
and with copies of their papers containing the advertisement. After 
satisfying himself that the advertisement has been inserted for the time 
charged, he will have the bills made out and certified upon the official 
Form, with the nature of the advertisement definitely described, and 
with a copy of it, cut from the newspaper named in the bill, attached to 
the account. A copy of the letter from the War Department authorizing 
the advertising to be done must be indorsed on the account. The accounts 
for advertising thus prepared, together with the original bills rendered by i 
the publishers, will be forwarded by the certifying officer directly to the 
Chief Clerk of the War Department for audit, with a letter of transmittal 
describing the inclosures. 

6. No voucher must contain the account of more than one newspaper, 
nor of more than one advertisement.

8. Advertisements and job printing must not be submitted for audit in 
the same letter of transmittal. 

9. Officers are prohibited from making any alterations in the number 
of squares or lines, the number of insertions, or the amount charged. 
They will state in the proper column the number of insertions ordered, 
and leave blank the column headed "Amount allowed. " 

10. Accounts may, in some cases, be presented to officers for advertise- 
ments which they did not order published in the newspaper charging 
for the same, but which may have been ordered to be inserted therein by 
the Secretary of War ; these, also, are to be submitted to the War De- 
partment for decision. They will be made out upon the official forms 
the same as other advertisements, and in like manner transmitted to the

11. In the event of the death, removal, or resignation of any officer, 
or of his being transferred to another station, the outstanding bills for 
advertisements of his office will be prepared, certified, and forwarded by 
his successor, who is authorized to vary the form to correspond with 
the facts. Officers changing stations will leave with their successors com- 
plete records relative to unsettled accounts for advertising and printing. 

12. Publishers of official newspapers are notified that claims for adver- 
tisements copied from other papers, without authority from the Secretary 
°f War, will not be paid ; nor will any allowance be made for displayed 
advertisements, nor for leading. Advertisements must be set up close, 
and in no larger type than is ordinarily used in setting up other adver- 
tisements. It is required of publishers that they forward to the Chief 
Clerk of the War Department, for file, a schedule of their commercial 
rates charged to private individuals, with their usual discounts, sworn to 

required by law, such statement to name the size of type used in 
advertisements, and show whether the charge is made by the "line" or 
by the "square," and if by the square the number of lines counted as 
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such ; also the rate per line or square for the first and subsequent inser- 
tions. And when the charges are varied in consideration of the large 
amount of space occupied by the advertisement, or the long period of 
publication, the publisher should furnish a plain schedule of prices show- 
ing the charges from one Bquare inserted one time up to thirty times, to 
any number of squares which may be contained in the column inserted 
one time up to thirty times. Whenever any change is made in the adver- 
tising rates of a paper, notice of the change should be immediately sent 
to the Chief Clerk of the War Department. 

13. The Heads of the several Bureaus of the War Department will 
furnish, to all officers charged with the publication of advertisements, 
complete lists of newspapers designated by the Secretary of War, together 
with the regulations and orders of the War Department upon the subject, 
and all necessary blanks for compliance with these Regulations. 

14. Officers are informed that the publication of military orders and 
circulars in newspapers is unauthorized. Paragraph 1134 of the Army 
Regulations does not authorize the insertion of military orders in news- 
papers. 

JOB PRINTING. 

15. Officers are informed that, as a general rule, all regular blanks, 
books, printed forms, &c, are executed at the Government Printing 
Office, at Washington, and it is their duty to obtain them by requisitions 
upon the Adjutant General or the Heads of their respective Corps when 
practicable; but the Commander of an Army, Department or Division, 
whenever in his judgment it may be conducive to the public interest, 
may, in addition to the orders printed under the provisions of paragraph 
1134, Army Regulations, order all forms of printing and advertising for 
supplies or services, except advertisements to be published in newspa- 
pers, which latter the law requires shall first have the written authority 
of the Secretary of War. The bills must first be presented to the officer 
ordering the work, who will cause them to be made out and certified 
upon the official forms in use for that purpose, the certificate to state the 
necessity and propriety of the work. A sample of the printing must 
accompany each bill. The number of copies must also be stated. When 
the charge is for book or pamphlet printing containing more than four 
pages, the amount of matter, (number of thousand "ems,") number of 
"tokens" of press- work, and the rate per thousand "ems" and per 
"token" must be stated. Vouchers must show the place where, and the 
date when, the work was executed, and the printing be so described as to 
class, amount, and rates, that the computations can be readily reviewed 
according to the customary methods in use among book and job printers. 
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Where the paper is furnished by the printer, the fact must be stated in 
the voucher, and the number of quires or reams used, and the price 
charged per quire or ream. Unless so stated, it will be presumed that 
the paper was furnished by the Government, and the bills audited 
accordingly." 

16. Bills for printing done under the authority of the above paragraph 
must he submitted to the War Department, prior to payment, in the same 
manner as accounts for newspaper advertising. 

17. Orders authorizing advertising or printing to be done will not be 
construed as authorizing payment of the bills until audited and approved 
according to these Regulations. 



Ill ..Proposals. 

Information in regard to supplies or services for which proposals have 
been invited by advertisement will be furnished to all persons desiring it, 
on application to such sources as are designated in the advertisement. 

In case of supplies, they will be informed of the kind, quantity, and 
quality of articles required; place, time, and rate of delivery; conditions 
°t payment ; furnished with such specifications as have been adopted, 
and permitted to examine the standard samples at the places where they 
are deposited. 

In case of services, they will be informed of the nature and extent of 
tie services required; the place where or places between which they are 
to be performed, and the time allowed for the performance; furnished 
with or allowed to examine plans and specifications of all buildings, con- 
structions, and other works in contemplation, and generally furnished 
with information to aid them to bid understanding! y. 

No bidder will be informed, directly or indirectly, of the name of any 
person intending to bid or not to bid, or to whom information in respect 
to proposals may have been given. 

Proposals should be prepared in strict accordance with the require- 
ments made known in the advertisement, or circular of instructions to 
bidders ; and copies of such advertisements, circular, or letter should be 
attached to the proposal and form part of it, and plans or specifications with 
which the bidder may have been furnished be referred to in the proposal. 

Numbers and prices should be written out in words as well as expressed 
m figures ; but when a great variety of articles is required, as in case of 
stationery, hardware, &c, quantities and prices may, if the amounts 
involved are inconsiderable, and the forms of proposals so indicate, be 
expressed in figures only. 
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Specifications need not be written out in the body of a proposal. TheiT 
attachment to the proposal or the declaration that they form part of it 
will be sufficient. 

Alterations by erasures or interlineations should be explained or noted 
in the proposal over the signature of the bidder. 

, Proposals are to be prepared without assistance from any person be- 
longing to, or employed in, the military service of the United States. 
They should be made in duplicate (or in triplicate, as may be required), 
upon the Forms and in the manner designated in the advertisement. 

Proposals should be signed by the bidder submitting them with hifl 
usual signature in full. 

When a firm is a bidder, the member of the firm or agent who signs ; 
the firm-name to the proposal should state, in addition, the names of all 
the individuals composing the firm. v 

Any one signing a proposal as the agent of another or of others must 
file with it legal evidence of his authority so to do. 

The place of residence of every bidder, with post-office address, county 
and State, District or Territory, should be given after his signature. 

When no bond is required, bidders must, if called upon by the award- 
ing officer, furnish satisfactory evidence, before the award is made, A 
their ability to furnish the supplies, or perform the work, for which thev 
bid. 

All proposals should be inclosed in suitable envelopes, securely sealed, 
indorsed, and addressed as required by the advertisement, and be deliv- 
ered to or received by the officer to whom addressed before the time 
appointed for the opening; and no responsibility shall attach to that 
officer for the premature opening of any proposal not so indorsed as to 
show that it is a proposal, and the particular purpose for which it is made. 

When an advertisement calls for proposals to deliver supplies or render 
services at more than one place, a separate proposal should be made for 
each place, but all may be submitted in the same envelope. 

All proposals received prior to the time of opening will be securely 
kept, so that they cannot be tampered with. 

The officer whose duty it is to open proposals will decide when the 
time fixed upon for the opening has arrived, and no proposal for that 
opening will thereafter be received as formal. 

If a bidder wishes to withdraw his proposal he may do so before the 
time fixed for the opening, without prejudice to himself, by communicating 
■his purpose, in writing, to the officer who holds it; and when his proposal 
is reached it shall be handed to him, or his authorized agent, unread. 
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Proposals will be opened and read aloud at the time and place appointed* 
for the opening ; and a record of each proposal shall then and there be 
.made upon an abstract showing fully all its essential particulars. 

When time does not permit formal advertisement in the newspapers, a 
copy of every notice which an officer may distribute calling for propo- 
sals or offers will be forwarded on the day of its date to the bureau or 
department to which it pertains. It will be inclosed in a letter of trans- 
mittal, giving fully all information that may be necessary to a complete 
understanding of the necessity for the proposed purchase. 

As soon as the proposals have been opened and decided upon, an 
"Abstract " of them will be made, one copy of which, together with one 
of the duplicates of each proposal offered, will be forwarded to the proper 
bureau without delay. 

The "Abstract of Proposals" will have a copy of the notice attached, 
and will have separate columns for "No. of Proposal," "Name of Bid- 
ders," "Date of Delivery," "Remarks," and two columns (one for 
quantity and one for price) for each article, variety of article or package 
that may be offered ; for example, under the item of pork there will be two 
columns (price and quantity) for each of the varieties, "Mess," "Prime 
Mw," "Thin Mess;" under coffee two for each of the items, "Green, in 
" Green, in bags," "Roasted, in bags," &c. 
When the number of proposals received is large, separate Abstracts 
may be made for each article or class of articles. 

The accepted quantity and price will be noted in the column of 
"Remarks," opposite the name of the bidder. If a bid is rejected, an- 
other at a higher price for the same article being accepted, the reason 
for the rejection will be clearly indorsed on the bid itself, and the word

All bidders' and contractors' bonds are to be executed in duplicate. 
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V . . QUARTERMA STER'S DEPARTMENT. 

Contracts for traD sport at ion over routes which are impassable during a 
portion of the year will generally provide for the transportation of sup- 
plies during that period which is most favorable for the service. The 
months embracing such period will be named in the contract. Provision 
will also be made in contracts for transportation, at higher rates, if neces- 
sary, during that period when the service is most difficult to perform, in 
case any public exigency requires it; but the officer requiring perform- 
ance of the difficult service at higher rate must report his action and the 
reason therefor to the Quartermaster General of the Army. 

Whenever practicable, contracts for supplying military posts with fuel, 
forage, straw, &c, shall provide for delivery, monthly, of the quantities 
required each month, in order to avoid unnecessary accumulation of 
property at posts, and to distribute expenditure therefor throughout the 
year, and to prevent risk of great loss by fire or other cause. 

The following is a list of articles of clothing, camp and garrison 
equipage, which should be separately marked by contractors, in accord- 
ance with section 3731, Revised Statutes : 

Helmets, uniform dress-caps, campaign -hats, forage-caps, great-coats, 
coats, blouses, trousers, shirts, drawers, overalls, stable-frocks, stockings, 
Berlin gloves, woolen mittens, boots, shoes, buffalo overshoes, arctic 
overshoes, woolen blankets, ponchos, rubber blankets, iron hunks, bed- 
sacks, pillow-sacks, mosquito-bars, iron pots, camp-kettles, mese-pans, 
axes, hatchets, spades, shovels, pickaxes, drums, trumpets, bugles, fifes, 
books, tents, tent-poles, flags, colore — national and regimental, standards, 
guidons, color belts and slings, camp-colors, scrubbing-brushes, and each 
roll of cloth or flannel. 

Packages of the following to he marked : 

Axe, hatchet and pickaxe handles, tent-pins, stencil-plates, halliards, 
buttons, thread, hat and cap trimmings, letters, numbers, wrapping-paper, 
petroleum paper, twine, baling-rope, lacing-cord, needles, hooks and eyes, 
buckles, cord, cotton-wadding, black Silesia, bleached muslin, unbleached 
muslin, cotton drilling, Russia sheeting, black alpaca, brown linen, buck- 
ram, canvas padding, colored jeans, white jeans, white serge, black 
Italian cloth. 

Articles of quartermaster's stores to be marked separately will be such 
as from their size or character it is advantageous to so distinguish. It 
being impracticable to designate by a complete list all such articles as are 
to be marked separately or in packages, the discretion and judgment of 
the purchasing officer must be exercised, having in view the requirements 
of the law. 
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The following articles will always be marked separately : 
Wagons, ambulances, carts,* portable forges and bellows, machines, 
wagon-covers, paulins; wagon, cart and ambulance timbers, except 
spokes, felloes, and other small parts; barrels, casks and kegs, plows, 
stoves, chairs, desks.

One hundred and ninety (190) pounds of green meat, 
numbering not over twenty-two (22) pieces, including the regular proportion of flank 
and shoulder cuts, placed on edge without excessive crowding or bruising, must be 
packed into each barrel, with not less than thirty -five (36) pounds of good foreign, or 
forty (40) pounds of good domestic, coarse salt, and filled up full with good clear brine, 
as strong as salt will make it. The pork shall be cut reasonably uniform in width, ft 
shall be packed between November 1st and March 1st.

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The flour shall be Irately made, wholly from original stock of sound wheat, 

Ugh ground, well dressed, in all respects equal to the sample furnished, and shall be 
well tested by baking before acceptance. 

The beans shall be of the last crop, sound, dry, uniform in size, hand-picked, in all 
respects equal to the sample furnished.

It shall be properly cured, of good quality, free from weeds, roots, sticks, and dirt 

The hams shall be of the best quality, from eight (8) to fourteen (14) pounds' weight 
each, averaging ten (10) pounds, neatly and closely trimmed, perfectly cured, slowly 
and thoroughly smoked ; cut short, well rounded at the butt, properly faced, cut just 
aboTe the hock-joint. They shall be covered with new, strong cotton-cloth. The hams 
shall be packed between November 1st and March 1st. 

The lard shall be made solely from the leaf, and shall be unadulterated, sweet, and 
good. 

TO. The pork-barrels and ham-tierces shall be new and strong, made of well-seasoned 
white or burr oak, free from objectionable sap, thoroughly coopered, and bound with 
new, round, green hickory or white-oak hoops— bark on— covering not less than eleven- 
rixteenths (ft) of the length of the barrel. 

The bacon-boxes shall be new, made of sound, well-seasoned wood, free from knots, 
knot-holes, or checks, dressed on one side, one (1) inch thick, net over two (2) strips to 
each end, and three (3) strips to each side, bottom, or top— strips to be tongued and 
grooved together; with good, strong hard-wood, white-wood, or sap-pine stays inside 
each corner. They shall be well nailed, and bound around each end with oak or hickory 
•frape— bark on — to Up three (3) inches on the cover. 

The flour and bean sacks shall be new and strong, made of twilled cotton free from 
titing, each sack covered with a new gunny or with gunny-cloth ; sacks and covers to 
b* well sewed with strong new twine ; all corners of package tied.

IX.. Sections of the Revised Statutes, and Acts and parts 
of Acts of Congress, relating to Contracts under the 
War Department. 

Skc. 220. The transportation of troops, munitions of war, equipments, military prop- 
erty, and stores, throughout the United States, shall be under the immediate control 
and supervision of the Secretary of War and such agents as he may appoint. 
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8ic.229. The Secretary of War shall lay before Congress, at the commencement of 
each regular session, a statement of all contracts for supplies or sendees which have 
been made by him or under his direction during the year preceding, and also a state- 
ment of the expenditure of the moneys appropriated for the contingent expenses of 
the military establishment. 

Sic. 1133. It shall be the duty of the officers of the Quartermaster's Department, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, to purchase and distribute to the Army 
all military stores and supplies, requisite for its use, which other corps are not directed 
by law to proTide ; to furnish means of transportation for the Army, its military stores 
and supplies, and to provide for and pay all incidental expenses of the military service 
which other corps are not directed to provide for and pay. 

Sec. 1138. No officer belonging to the Quartermaster's Department, or doing the duty

such officer take or apply to his own use any gain or emolument for negotiating or 
transacting any business connected with the duties of his office, other than that which 
nay be allowed by law. 

Sic. 1164. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Ordnance to furnish estimates, and, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, to make contracts and purchases, for pro- 
curing the necessary supplies of ordnance and ordnance stores, for the use of the armies 
of the United States; to direct the inspection and proving of the same, and to direct 
the construction of all cannon and carriages, ammunition-wagons, traveling forges, 
artificers' wagons, and of every implement and apparatus for ordnance, and the prepa- 
ration of all kinds of ammunition and ordnance stores constructed or prepared for said 
service. 

8*0.1368. No officer of the prison, or other person connected therewith, shall be con- 
cerned or interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract, purchase, or sale made on 
account of the prison. 

Sic. 1781. Every member of Congress or any officer or agent of the Government who, 
directly or indirectly, takes, receives, or agrees to receive, any money, property, or 
other valuable consideration whatever, from any person for procuring, or aiding to 
procure, any contract, office, or place, from the Government or any Department thereof, 
or from any officer of the United States, for any person whatever, or for giving any 
such contract, office, or place to any person whomsoever, and every person who, directly 
or indirectly, offers or agrees to give, or gives, or bestows any money, property, or other 
valuable consideration whatever, for the procuring or aiding to procure any such con- 
tract, office, or place, and every member of Congress who, directly or indirectly, takes, 
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receive*, or agrees to receive any money, property, or other valuable consideration 
whatever after his election as such member, for hie attention to, services, action, vote, 
or decision on any question, matter, cause, or proceeding which may then be pending 
or may by law or under the Constitution be brought before him in his official capacity, 
or in his place as such member of Congress, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and shall be imprisoned not more than two years and fined not more than ten thousand 
dollars. And any such contract or agreement may, at the option of the President, be 
declared absolutely null and void ; and any member of Congress or officer convicted of 
a violation of this section shall, moreover, be disqualified from holding any office of 
honor, profit, or trust under the Government of the United States. 

Sec. 1782. No Senator, Representative, or Delegate, after his election and during his 
continuance in office, and no head of a Department, or other officer or clerk in the 
employ of the Government, shall receive or agree to receive any compensation what- 
ever, directly or indirectly, for any services rendered, or to be rendered, to any person, 
either by himself or another, in relation to any proceeding, contract, claim, contro- 
versy, charge, accusation, arrest, or other matter or thing in which the United States 
is a party, or directly or indirectly interested, before any Department, court-martial, 
Bureau, officer, or any civil, military, or naval commission whatever. Every person 
offending against this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be 
imprisoned not more than two years, and fined not more than ten thousand dollars, and 
shall, moreover, by conviction therefor, be rendered forever thereafter incapable of 
holding any office of honor, trust, or profit under the Government of the United State*. 

Sso. 1977. All persons within the jurisdiction of the United States shall have the same 
right in every State and Territory to make and enforce contracts, to sue, be parties, 
give evidence, and to the full and equal benefit of all laws and proceedings for the 
security of persons and property as is enjoyed by white citizens, and shall be subject to 
like punishment, pains, penalties, taxes, licenses, and exactions of every kind, and to 
no other. 

Sec. 3048. No advance of public money shall be made in any case whatever. And in 
all cases of contracts for the performance of any service, or the delivery of articles of 
any description, for the use of the United States, payment shall not exceed the vmloe 
of the service rendered, or of the articles delivered previously to such payment It 
shall, however, be lawful, under the special direction of the President, to make such 
advances to the disbursing officers of the Government as may be necessary to the faith- 
ful and prompt discharge of their respective duties, and to the fulfillment of the public 
engagements. The President may also direct such advances as he may deem neces- 
sary and proper, to persons in the military and naval service employed on distant sta- 
tions, where the discharge of the pay and emoluments to which they may be entitled 
cannot be regularly effected. 

Sec. 3678. All sums appropriated for the various branches of expenditure in the pub- 
lic service shall be applied solely to the objects for which they are respectively made, 
and for no others. 

Sec. 3679. No Department of tire Government shall expend, in any one fiscal year, 
any sum in excess of appropriations made by Congress for that fiscal year, or involve 
the Government in any contract for the future payment of money in excess of such 
appropriations. 

Sec. 3690. All balances of appropriations contained in the annual appropriation MB* 
and made specifically for the service of any fiscal year, and remaining unexpended at 
the expiration of such fiscal year, shall only be applied to the payment of expenses 
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properly incurred during that year, or to the fulfillment of contracts properly made 
within that year; and balances not needed for such purposes shall be carried to the 
surplus fund. This section, however, shall not apply to appropriations known as per- 
manent or indefinite appropriations. 

Sic. 3709. All purchases and contracts for supplies or services, in any of the Depart- 
ments of the Government, except for personal services, shall be made by advertising a 
sufficient time previously for proposals respecting the same, when the public exigencies 
do not require the immediate delivery of the articles, or performance of the service. 
When immediate delivery or performance is required by the public exigency, the arti- 
cles or service required may be procured by open purchase or contract, at the places 
and in the manner in which such articles are usually bought and sold, or such services 
engaged, between individuals. 

Skc.3710. Whenever proposals for supplies have been solicited, the parties respond- 
ing to such solicitation shall be duly notified of the time and place of opening the 
bids, and be permitted to be present either in person or by attorney, and a record of 
each bid shall then and there be made. 

8k. 3711. It shall not be lawful for any officer or person in the civil, military, or 
naval service of the United States in the District of Columbia to purchase anthracite 
or bituminous coal or wood for the public service except on condition that the same 
(hall, before delivery, be inspected and weighed or measured by some competent per- 
son to be appointed by the head of the department or chief of the branch of the service 
for which the purchase is made. The person so appointed shall, before entering upon 
the duty of inspector, weigher, and measurer, and to the satisfaction of the appointing 
officer, give bonds, with not less than two sureties, in the penal sum of five thousand 
dollars, and with condition that each ton of coal weighed by him shall consist of two 
thousand two hundred and forty pounds, and that each cord of wood to be so measured 
*hall be of the standard measure of one hundred and twenty-eight cubic feet. The 
inspector, weigher, and measurer so appointed shall be entitled to receive from the 
renders of fuel weighed and measured by him twenty cents for each ton of coal weighed, 
Mid nine cents for each cord of wood measured by him. Each load or parcel of wood 
or coal weighed and measured by him shall be accompanied by his certificate of the 
number of tons or pounds of coal and the number of cords or parts of cords of wood in 
**ch load or parcel. 

Sic. 3713. It shall not be lawful for any accounting officer to pass or allow to the 
credit of any disbursing officer in the District of Columbia any money paid by him for 
purchase of anthracite or bituminous coal or for wood, unless the voucher therefor is 
accompanied by a certificate of the proper inspector, weigher, and measurer that the 
quantity paid for has been determined by such officer. 

Sec. 3714. All purchases and contracts for supplies or services for the military and naval 
service shall be made by or under the direction of the chief officers of the Departments 
of War and of the Navy, respectively. And all agents or contractors for supplies or 
services as aforesaid shall render their accounts for settlement to the accountant of the 
proper department for which such supplies or services are required, subject, neverthe- 
less, to the inspection and revision of the officers of the Treasury in the manner before 
Prescribed. 

Sic. 3716. Contracts for subsistence supplies for the Army, made by the Commissary 
General, on public notice, shall provide for a complete delivery of such articles, on 
inspection, at snch places as shall be stipulated. 
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Sec. 3716. The Quartermaster's Department of the Army, in obtaining supplies for the 
military service, shall state in all advertisements forbids for contracts that a preference 
shall be given to articles of domestic production and manufacture, conditions of price 
and quality being equal, and that such preference shall be given to articles of American 
production and manufacture produced on the Pacific coast, to the extent of the con- 
sumption required by the public service there. In advertising for Army supplies the 
Quartermaster's Department shall require all articles which are to be used in the States 
and Territories of the Pacific coast to be delivered and inspected at points designated in 
those States and Territories ; and the advertisements for such supplies shall be published 
in newspapers of the cities of San Francisco, in California, and Portland, in Oregon. 

Sbc. 3717. Whenever the Secretary of War invites proposals for any works, or for any 
material or labor for any works, there shall be separate proposals and separate contracts 
for each work, and also for each class of material or labor for each work. j 

Sbc. 3729. The Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, and the Secretary of the 
Treasury may enter into contract, in open market, for bunting of American manu- 
facture, as their respective services require, for a period not exceeding one year, and at 
a price not exceeding that at which an article of equal quality can be imported. 

Sac. 3731. Every person who shall furnish supplies of any kind to the Army or Narj 
shall be required to mark and distinguish the same with the name of the contractor 
furnishing such supplies, in such manner as the Secretary of War and the Secretary of i 
the Navy may, respectively, direct; and no supplies of any kind shall be received 
unless so marked and distinguished. 

Sbc. 3732. No contract or purchase on behalf of the United States shall be made, 
unless the same is authorized by law or is under an appropriation adequate to its fulfill' 
ment, except in the War and Navy Departments, for clothing, subsistence, forage, fuel, 
quarters, or transportation, which, however, shall not exceed the necessities of the cur- 
rent year. 

Sue. 3733. No contract shall be entered into for the erection, repair, or furnishing of 
any public building, or for any public improvement which shall bind the Government 
to pay a larger sum of money than the amount in the Treasury appropriated for the 
specific purpose. 

Sbc. 3735. It shall not be lawful for any of the Executive Departments to make con* 
tracts for stationery or other supplies for a longer term than one year from the time the 
contract is made. 

Sbc. 3737. No contract or order, or any interest therein, shall be transferred by the 
party to whom such contract or order is given to any other party, and any such transfer 
shall cause the annulment of the contract or order transferred, so far as the United 
States are concerned. All rights of action, however, for any breach of such contract by 
the contracting parties, are reserved to the United States. 

Sbc. 3739. No member of or delegate to Congress shall directly or indirectly, himself, 
or by any other person in trust for him, or for his use or benefit, or on his account, 
undertake, execute, hold, or enjoy, in whole or in part, any contract or agreement made 
or entered into in behalf of the United States, by any officer or person authorised to 
make contracts on behalf of the United States. Every person who violates this section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined three thousand dollars- 
All contracts or agreements made in violation of this section shall be void; and when- 
ever any sum of money is advanced on the part of the United States, in consideration 
of any such contract or agreement, it shall be forthwith repaid ; and in case of refusal 
or delay to repay the same, when demanded, by the proper officer of the Department

under whose authority such contract or agreement shall have been made or entered 
into, every person so refusing or delaying, together with his surety or sureties, shall be 
forthwith prosecuted at law for the recovery of any such sum of money so advanced. 

8ec.3740. Nothing contained in the preceding section shall extend, or be construed 
to extend, to any contract or agreement, made or entered into, or accepted, by any 
Incorporated company, where such contract or agreement is made for the general benefit 
of each incorporation or company ; nor to the purchase or sale of bills of exchange or 
other property by any member of Congress, where the same are ready for delivery, 
and payment therefor is made, at the time of making or entering into the contract or 
agreement 

Sec. 3741. In every such contract or agreement to be made or entered into, or accepted 
by or on behalf of the United States, there shall be inserted an express condition that 
no member of or delegate to Congress shall be admitted to any share or part of such 
contract or agreement, or to any benefit to arise thereupon. 

Sec. 3742. Every officer who, on behalf [of J the United States, directly or indirectly 
makes or enters into any contract, bargain, or agreement in writing or otherwise, other 
than each as are hereinbefore excepted, with any member of or delegate to Congress, 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined three thousand dollars. 

Sic. 3748. All contracts to be made by virtue of any law, and requiring the advance 
of money, or in any manner connected with the settlement of public accounts, shall be 
deposited in the oflBce of the First Comptroller of the Treasury of the United States, the 
Second Comptroller of the Treasury of the United States, or the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms, respectively, according to the nature thereof, within ninety days after their 
"•pectire dates. 

Sec. 3744. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of War, of the Secretary of the Navy, 
and of the Secretary of the Interior to cause and require every contract made by them 
severally on behalf of the Government, or by their officers under them appointed to 
make such contracts, to be reduced to writing, and signed by the contracting parties 
»ith their names at the end thereof; a copy of which shall be filed by the officer mak- 
ing and signing the contract in the Beturns Office of the Department of the Interior, 
&s soon after the contract is made as possible, and within thirty days, together with all 
Wds, offers, and proposals to him made by persons to obtain the same, and with a copy 
of any advertisement he may have published inviting bids, offers, or proposals for the 
same. All the copies and papers in relation to each contract shall be attached together 
by a ribbon and seal, and marked by numbers in regular order, according to the num- 
ber of papers composing the whole return. 

Sbc.3746. It shall be the further duty of the officer, before making his return, accord- 
ing to the preceding section, to affix to the same his affidavit in the following form, 
sworn to before some magistrate having authority to administer oaths : " I do solemnly 
swear (or affirm) that the copy of contract hereto annexed is an exact copy of a contract 

made by me personally with ; that I made the same fairly without any benefit 

or advantage to myself, or allowing any such benefit or advantage corruptly to the 

^ ' , or any other person ; and that the papers accompanying include all those 

relating to the said contract, as required by the statute in such case made and provided." 

Sic. 3746. Every officer who makes any contract, and fails or neglects to make return 
of the same, according to the provisions of the two preceding sections, unless from 
unavoidable accident or causes not within his control, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five 
hundred, and imprisoned not more than six months. 
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Sbc. 3747. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of War, of the Secretary of the Ka^y, 
and of the Secretary of the Interior, to furnish every officer appointed by them vith 
authority to make contracts on behalf of the Government, with a printed letter of 
instructions, setting forth the duties of such officer, under the two preceding sections, 
and also to furnish therewith forms, printed in blank, of contracts to be made, and the 
affidavit of returns required to be affixed thereto, so that all the instruments may be as 
nearly uniform as possible. 

Sec. 3826. All advertisements, notices, and proposals for contracts for all the Execu- 
tive Departments of the Government, and the laws passed by Congress and executive 
proclamations and treaties to be published in the District of Columbia, Maryland, and 
Virginia, shall hereafter be advertised by publication in the three daily papers published 
in the District of Columbia having the largest circulation, one of which shall be selected 
by the Clerk of the House of Representatives, and in no others. The charges for such j 
publications shall not be higher than such as are paid by individuals for advertising is 
said papers, and the same publication shall be made in each of the said papers equally , 
as to frequency : Provided, That no advertisement to any State, district, or Territory, 1 
other than the District of Columbia, Maryland, or Virginia, shall be published in the 
papers designated, unless at the direction first made of the proper head of a Depart- , 
ment : And provided further, That this section shall not be construed to allow a greater ' 
compensation for the publication of the laws passed by Congress and executive proclft- • 
mations and treaties in the papers of the District of Columbia than is provided by lav 
for such publications in other papers. 

Sec. 3828. No advertisement, notice, or proposal for any Executive Department of the 
Government, or for any Bureau thereof, or for any office therewith connected, shall be 
published in any newspaper whatever, except in pursuance of a written authority for 
such publication from the head of such Department; and no bill for any such adver- 
tising, or publication, shall be paid, unless there be presented, with such a bill, a copy 
of such written authority. 

. Sbc. 6603. Every officer of the Government who knowingly contracts for the erection, 
repair, or furnishing of any public building, or for any public improvement, to pay » 
larger amount than the specific sum appropriated for such purpose, shall be punished by 
imprisonment not less than six months nor more than two years, and shall pay a fine 
of two thousand dollars. 

(Extract from Act approved March 3, 1876.) 

Sec. 2. That in all contracts for material for any public improvement, the Secretary 
of "War shall give preference to American material ; and all labor thereon shall be 
performed within the jurisdiction of the United States. 

(Act approved April 10, 1878.) 

That the Secretary of War is hereby authorized to prescribe rules and regulations to 
be observed in the preparation and submission and opening of bids for contracts under 
the War Department; and he may require any bid to be accompanied by a bond in 
such penal sum as be may deem advisable, with good and sufficient security, conditioned 
that the bidder will enter into a contract agreeably to the terms of his bid, if the stm* 
.be awarded to him within sixty days from the date of the opening of the bids, or other- 
wise pay the penalty. No bid shall be withdrawn by the bidder within the said period 
of sixty days. 
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(Extract from Act approved July 31, 1876, page 105, Statutes at Large.) 
In no case of advertisement for contracts for the public service shall the same be 
published in any newspaper published and printed in the District of Columbia, unless 
the supplies or labor covered by such advertisement are to be furnished or performed 
in raid District of Columbia. 

(Extract from Act approved June 20, 1878.) 

That hereafter all advertisements, notices, proposals for contracts, and all forms of 
advertising required by law for the several departments of the Government may be 
paid for at a price not to exceed the commercial rates charged to private individuals, 
with the usual discounts; such rates to be ascertained from sworn statements to be 
furnished by the proprietors or publishers of the newspapers proposing so to advertise : 
Provided, That all advertising in newspapers since the tenth day of April, eighteen 
hundred and seventy-seven, shall be audited and paid at like rates ; but the heads of 
the several departments may secure lower terms at special rates whenever the public 
interest requires it. 



X.. Decisions of Courts and Opinions of Attorneys 
General, &c. 

A contract will not be awarded to a corporation until it shall furnish satisfactory 
evidence of its legal capacity to enter into the same. (See XI Opinions of Attorneys 
General, 247.) 

Except as specified in section 3732, Revised Statutes, no contract or purchase can 
%dly be made unless expressly authorized by statute, or inferentially by an appropri- 
ation being made which properly requires the same. (R. S., sec. 3732 ; the Floyd Ac- 
ceptances, 7 Wallace, 684.) 

A contract made under an appropriation for a certain fiscal year cannot legally 
operate or extend beyond that fiscal year. (R. S., sec. 3879 ; IV Opinions, 476.) 

A contract stipulating for the payment of an amount beyond the amount of the 
appropriation under which it is made is void and inoperative as to the payment of the 
excess over the appropriation. (R. S., sec. 3732 ; IX Opinions, 18; IV ib, 600 ; Curtis v. 
United States, 2 Ct. CI, 151.) 

All contracts must be in writing, and an unwritten contract is, as such, void and 
inoperative. (Clark v. United States, 5 Otto, 539; Henderson v. United States, 4 Ct. CI., 
75; Lindsley v. United States, ib, 359 ; Donalds v. United States, 5 ib, 70 ; Grant v. United 
States, ib, 83; Lender v. United States, 7 ib, 530; Jones v. United States, 11 ib, 741; 
XTV" Opinions, 227.) But to this general rule an exception exists in a case of a contract 
made without advertising, because of a public exigency such as contemplated in Revised 
Statutes, section 3709. Such a contract is not required to be in writing. (Cobb v. 
United States, 7 Ct. CI, 470 ; Thompson v. United States, 9 ib, 187.) 

After a contract has been duly executed, the United States can impose no condition 
upon the contractor further or other than as stipulated in the contract. (X Opinions, 
371 ; and see V. ib, 296 ; IX ib, 342 ; XII ib, 542.) 

A contract once duly executed cannot be rescinded, extended, or in any respect 
modified, except, in a proper case, by the authority of the Secretary of War. (Bee IV 
Opinions, 334; IX ib, 342; X ib, 424, 480.) 
G. O. No. 40—6 
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A contract transferred, or any interest in which is transferred, in violation of section 
3737, Revised Statutes, is wholly annulled as to any rights or remedies of the contractor 
under it. The assignment passes no title, legal or equitable; neither assignor nor 
assignee can enforce it as against the United States ; and no action of an officer of the 
United States can restore validity or efficacy to it. (Wheeler v. United States, 5 Ct. CL, 
504; Wanless v. United States, 6 ib. } 123; McCord v. United States, 9 ib., 156 ; Francis r. 
United States, 11 638 ; X Opinions, 523.) 

The term "pttblic exigency" employed in section 3709, Revised Statutes, refers to an 
exceptional and urgent necessity, requiring an immediate supply of articles for military 
use, or the immediate performance of work or service, such as may grow out of the 
pressure of an existing state of war, rebellion, or insurrection, or of some particular act 
of warfare on the part of an enemy, or may be occasioned by any unexpected movement 
of troops ; or such as may consist in the destruction or loss of supplies, structures, Ac, 
by fire or the violence of the elements, by acts of rioters or trespassers, by theft or waste, 
by the negligence of common carriers or others, by the failure of contractors, Ac. {Ste 
II Opinions, 257 ; III *6., 437 ; X tf>., 28.) 

Exigencies are sometimes assumed to exist where none have legitimately occurred. 
By carefully observing the laws regulating contracts, and making prompt provision for 
the future supplies, &c, of the command, recourse to purchases in open market to meet 
supposed emergencies may ordinarily be avoided. Information can generally be derived 
from the proper records as to the average quantity of supplies required in years past 
which will provide against the happening of such emergencies ; and timely advertise- 
ments should be made accordingly. 

But that statute (the Act of March 2, 1861,) while requiring such advertisement as a 
general rule, invests the officer charged with the duty of procuring supplies with a 
discretion to dispense with advertising, if the exigencies of the public service require 
immediate delivery or performance. 

It is too well settled to admit of dispute at this day, that where there is a discretion 
of this kind conferred on an officer, or board of officers, and a contract is made in which 
they have exercised that discretion, the validity of the contract cannot be made to 
depend on the degree of wisdom or skill which may have accompanied its exercise. 
(United States v. Speed, 8 Wallace, 83.) 

The term " personal services," employed in section 3709, Revised Statutes, means serv- 
ices which are contracted for because of some special confidence reposed in the person 
who is to render them, based upon his supposed peculiar fitness as an expert, and irre- 
spective generally of his pecuniary resources ; such, for instance, as the services of a 
civil engineer or surveyor, a lawyer or surgeon, a telegraph operator, Ac. (See X Opin- 
ions, 5, 261.) 

No person belonging to, or employed in, the military service of the United States 
shall, in behalf of the United States, purchase from any other such person, or make any 
contract with such person to furnish supplies or services ; nor make any purchase or 
contract in which such person shall be admitted to any share or part, or to any benefit 
to arise therefrom. (See Burns's Case, 4 Ct. CI., 113 ; to., 12 Wallace, 246.) 

No person belonging to, or employed in, the military service of the United States 
shall be pecuniarily interested, directly or indirectly, in the purchase or sale, on behalf 
of the United States, of any article appertaining to such service ; nor shall take, re- 
ceive, or apply to his own use, any gain or emolument, under the guise of presents or 
otherwise, for negotiating or transacting any public business, other than what is or 
may be allowed by law. 
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All provisions contained in regulations or orders inconsistent with this- 
regulation are superseded and revoked.

Officers charged with the settlement of clothing accounts of enlisted 
men will, upon the semi-annual settlements made June 30th and Decem- 
ber 31st of each year, see that the entire amount found due the United 
jftates is charged against the soldier on the muster-rolls of those dates; 
this without any reference to the amount of pay due soldier at same 
tote. If the clothing and other charges upon the rolls exceed the pay 
4oe the soldier thereon, no settlement of his pay account will be attempted. 
This entire account, as stated on the roll (including date of last pay- 
*«rt, all charges and remarks affecting pay), will be carried forward to 
the next muster-roll, and to subsequent rolls, if necessary, until sufficient 
P»y shall have accrued to enable the Paymaster to collect the clothing 
<hea in question (together with all other sums due the United States at 
dafe of last muster) and pay a balance to the soldier. 

So muster-roll should bear an entry in the column of "last paid" which 
does not represent an actual settlement of the soldier's pay account by a 
Paymaster to the date stated. 

H..The balance, if any, found due the soldier upon any settlement, 
should be carried on the company clothing book to the credit of his 
clothing account for the next six months, and so on to the date of his 
discharge, when any balance remaining due him should be credited on 
nis final statements.

The Secretary of War having submitted to the Board of Officers con- 
vened by Special Orders No. 39, paragraph 1, Headquarters of the Army, 
February 19, 1880, the subject of clerical duty in the Army, adopts the 
following recommendation of the Board, viz :

It is with pain and sorrow that the General of the Army has to an- 
nounce the death of Colonel Joseph Grain Audenried, his Aide-de-Camp, 
who died at his residence in Washington at 4:30 o'clock this morning, 
after a painful illness of seven weeks. 

Colonel Audenried was born at Pottsville, Pennsylvania, November 6, 
1839 ; entered the Military Academy with Class of 1857, and graduated 
June 24, 1861. The civil war had just begun. He was hurried forward 
to Washington as 2d Lieutenant, 4th Cavalry, to assist in organizing and 
drilling the troops then hastily assembled, and took part in the first cam- 
paign under General Daniel Tyler, as Aide-de-Camp. From July, 1861, 
to March, 1862, he served with Company A, 2d Artillery ; and in the 
Peninsular campaign was Acting Assistant Adjutant General to General 
Emory's Cavalry command. July 10, 1862, he was selected by General 
E. V. Sumner as an Aide-de-Camp on his staff, as commander of the 2d 
Army Corps, in which he served continuously till General Sumner's 
death, in March, 1863, being wounded at Antietam and brevetted 
Captain. 

After a few days' service with General Wool, in New York, he was 
ordered as an additional Aide-de-Camp to General U. S. Grant, to whom 
he reported in person J une 20, 1863, and was present at the surrender of 
Vicksburg, July 4, and continued as a member of General Grant's staff 
till October 1, 1863, when, on the application of General Sherman, com- 
manding the 15th Corps, he was assigned to him in the same capacity as 
Aide-de-Camp, and reported to him in person at Memphis, October 1, 
1863. He has been on the personal staff of General Sherman from that 
day to this, always present for duty, prompt, energetic, intelligent, 
courteous, and knightly, the very impersonation of a thorough staff 
officer. 

General Sherman first noticed Captain Audenried when he brought him 
a verbal message at Jackson, Mississippi, from General Grant, in Vicks- 
burg, h) July, 1863, and soon after, having a vacancy on his staff, he 
tendered it to Captain Audenried, who accepted, and thus has shared 
every battle, campaign, and command of the General during the last 
seventeen eventful years, embracing the Chattanooga and Knoxville 
campaign ; that to Meridian ; the Atlanta campaign ; the march to the 
sea; that of the Carolina*; several extensive tours through the Great 
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West among the Indians ; the trip through Europe in 1872-'3, and the 
incidental and delicate duties of the command of the Army since 1869. 

It is impossible to summarize his share in all these events, now matters 
of history, but no one who has not served in actual war can measure the 
importance and responsibilities of an Aide-de-Camp, carrying orders in- 
volving complicated movements, always verbal, and needing the highest 
order of courage and intelligence in execution. Thousands still live who 
will bear willing testimony to his great courtesy, and his elegant manners 
and address, by day and by night, in sunshine and storm; aud still others 
who have observed in him the model gentleman in the social circles in 
which he moved and where he was so great a favorite. In Europe, 
whether in the palace or on the wild steppes of Tartary, he formed the 

type of the American soldier and gentleman. Charged with public prop- 
erty, he watched with the same faithful care as of his own, and in dis- 
bursing money his accounts are models of accuracy and neatness. 

In the death of Colonel Audenried the General feels that he has sus- 
tained an irreparable loss, personal and official, of one in whose honor, 
fidelity, and integrity he reposed absolute confidence, for whom he enter- 

tined feelings rather of a son than of an officer, and he believes the Army 
morally will experience a similar feeling. Though dead, his example 
stands out in bold relief, inviting imitation by all the young officers of 
our Army. 

He will be buried, at his own request, at West Point. The funeral will 
take place from the house, No. 1023 Vermont avenue,. at 3 p. m., Friday, 
June 4, to the Sixth-street cars, and will conclude from the chapel at 
West Point, New York, at 10 a. m. of Sunday, the 6th instant. 

Officers of the General's staff will wear the usual badge of mourning for 
thirty days.

Northwest, three thousand stand of arms and accoutrements, twelve 
pieces of field-artillery, and six tents, if not incompatible with the public 
interests, to be used at a re-union of the soldiers of the Northwest, to be 
held in the State of Illinois in the summer of eighteen hundred and eighty, 
the said Secretary of War first taking a suitable bond for the return of 
said arms and tents free of cost to the government, and in as good condi- 
tion as when delivered ; and that the Secretary of War is further em- 
powered and authorized to deliver to said committee such quantities of 
blank cartridges for use in said guns during said re-union as said com- 
mittee may require and pay for ; the amount to be charged for said blank 
cartridges to be the actual cost of the same. 
Approved June 4, 1880. 



n. JOINT RESOLUTION granting the use of artillery, muskets and tents at the 
Soldiers Re-union in Northeast Missouri. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War be, and 
hereby is, authorized to send from some convenient arsenal for use at the 
Soldiers Re-union in North-east Missouri, to be held in September, 
eighteen hundred and eighty, at Kirksville, Missouri, four cannon, five 
hundred muskets, and five hundred tents, if the same or any part, can be 
spared without detriment or injury to the public service : Provided, That 
all transportation to and from the place of re-union, shall be, without 
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any expense to the United States, and the said cannon, muskets, and 
tents or the number that can be spared, shall be duly receipted for by 
responsible persons, who shall execute a bond to the United States in 
such form as the Secretary of War direct and approve and be responsi- 
ble for the same and shall return the same in as good order as when 
received, ordinary wear and tear excepted ; and shall be responsible for 
all such articles received and pay for any not returned at cost price. 
Approved June 4, 1880. 



III__AN ACT to carry into effect the resolution of Congress, adopted on the twenty- 
ninth day of October, seventeen hundred and eighty-one, in regard to a monu- 
mental column, at Yorktown, Virginia, and for other purposes[.] 

Whereas, on Monday the twenty-ninth day of October, seventeen 
hundred and eighty-one, it was resolved, That the United States in Con- 
gress assembled, will cause to be erected at York, in Virginia, a marble 
column, adorned with emblems of the alliance between the United States 
and His Most Christian Majesty; and inscribed with a succinct narrative 
of the surrender of Earl Cornwallis to his Excellency, General Wash- 
ington, Commander-in-Chief, of the combined Forces of America and 
France; to His Excellency Count De Rochambeau, commanding the 
Auxiliary troops, of his Most Christian Majesty in America ; and His 
Excellency Count De Grasse, commanding-in-chief the Naval Army of 
France in Chesapeake ; and 

Whereas, the said resolution of Congress has not yet been carried into 
effect, although nearly one hundred years have elapsed since it was 
adopted; Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Btpresentatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the sum of o*e hundred 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, be, and the 
same, is, hereby appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to be expended, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of War, in erecting at Yorktown, in Virginia, the monument referred 
to in the aforesaid resolution of Congress : Provided, however, That the 
material used may be such as the Secretary of War may deem most 
suitable and desirable. 

Sec. 2. That a commission of three persons shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of War, whose duty it shall be, to recommend a suitable design 
for said monument ; to prepare a sketch of emblems of the alliance be- 
tween His Most Christian Majesty, and the United States ; and a succinct 
narrative of the surrender of Earl Cornwallis, to be inscribed on the 
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same ; subject to the approval and adoption of the select committee of 
thirteen appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, on 
the nineteenth of December, eighteen hundred and seventy-nine, and of 
thirteen Senators to be appointed by the presiding officer of the Senate, 
to enquire into the expediency of appropriating a suitable sum to be ex- 
pended in erecting at Yorktown in Virginia, the monument referred to. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of said joint committee to select the 
»te for the location of said monument, to obtain the cession of the same 
from the State of Virginia, and to make all necessary arrangements for 
such a celebration by the American people, of the centennial anniversary 
of the battle of Yorktown, on the nineteenth of October, eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-one as shall befit the historical significance of that event, 
and the present greatness of the Nation. 

Sec. 4. That the sum of twenty thousand dollars, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the purpose of defraying the 
wtpenges incurred in the said centennial celebration, and to be disbursed, 
under the direction of the said joint committee. 

Approved June 7, 1880. 



IV__AN ACT to remove the charge of desertion against Enoch Davis. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the charge of desertion now 
standing against Enoch Davis, late a private of Company G, Sixth Iowa 
Volunteer Infantry, on the rolls filed in the office of the Adjutant-Gen- 
ial be removed, and that the Adjutant-General aforesaid be, and he is 
hereby, directed to grant said Davis an honorable discharge.

^-AN ACT to authorize the Secretary of War to improve and repair the Mullan 
wagon-road between Forts Missoula and Cceur d'Alene. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War is 
hereby authorized and empowered to have improved and repaired the 
military wagon-road, commonly known as the Mullan wagon-road, be-

*ame, the sum of twenty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated.

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VI__AN ACT donating condemned cannon and cannon-balls or field pieces to William 
L. Curry Poet Number Eighteen, Grand Army of the Republic, for their place 
of burial. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the Unikd 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Secretary of War be. 
and he hereby is, authorized to deliver, if the same can be done without 
detriment to the government, to William L. Curry Post Number Eighteen, 
Grand Army of the Republic, six condemned cannon and cannon-balls, 
or six field -pieces, to be placed in their place of burial in the city of 
Philadelphia.

VII__AN ACT to authorize the Secretary of War to turn over to the governor of South 
Carolina four pieces of condemned cannon for the use of the Marion Artillery. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the Unikd 
States of America in Conyress assembled, That the Secretary of War be, 
and he is hereby, directed to deliver to the governor of the State of South 
Carolina four Napoleon guns, or other condemned cannon now in said 
State, for the use of the Marion Artillery Company in said State : Pro- 
vided, That before said delivery shall be made the Secretary of War will 
take such obligation from the governor as will insure the return of said 
guns to the United States whenever they may be demanded.

For pay of professors, tweuty-eight thousand three hundred and fifteen 
dollars and twenty- eighty cents. 

For pay of one instructor of practical military engineering, in addition 
to pay as first lieutenant, nine hundred dollars. 

For pay of one instructor of ordnance and science ot gunnery, in addi- 
tion to pay as first lieutenant, nine hundred dollars.

compilation of all available data used in locating troops on the engineer 
maps of that battle; also, to provide diagrams showing the changing 
movements and positions during the engagement ; the whole to be done 
by or under the direction of Mr. John B. Bachelder, author of the posi- 
tion plates of the government maps of that battle, under the direction of 
the Secretary of War : Provided, That no part of said sum shall be dis- 
bursed by the Secretary of War except for work actually performed or 
for materials furnished for the objects heretofore named ; and that all the 
maps, data, and materials prepared for, or used for, the work contem- 
plated by this act shall be the property of the government, to be deposited 
in the Department of War: And provided further, That the sum berebr 
appropriated shall be in full satisfaction for all work done and all material 
collected by the said John B. Bachelder.

fott if the said bridge shall be made with unbroken and continuous spans, 
not be of less elevation in any case than fifty feet above extreme 
^?f)-water mark as understood at the point of location to the bottom 
rftoni of the bridge ; nor shall the span of said bridge be less than two 
lundred feet in length, and the piers of said bridge shall be parallel with 
to? current of the lake, and the main span shall be over the main chan- 
rtof the lake and not less than two hundred feet in length : And pro- 
M*d alto, That if any bridge built under this act shall be constructed as 
i draw-bridge, the same shall be constructed as a pivot draw-bridge with 
i draw over the main channel of the lake at an accessible and navigable 
point, and with spans of not less than one hundred and sixty feet in the 
tar at low-water surface on each side of the central or pivot pier of the 
taw ; and the next adjoining spans to the draw shall be not less than one 
kindred and forty feet, and said spans shall not be less than ten feet above 
ttreme high-water mark, and not less than thirty feet above low-water 
oark, measuring to the bottom chord of the bridge ; and the piers of 
•aid bridge shall be parallel with the current of the lake: And provided 
That said draw shall be opened promptly, upon reasonable signal, 
for the passage of boats, and in no case shall unnecessary delay occur in 
"pening said draw-bridge during or after the passage of trains.

That the plan and specifications with the necessary drawing 
of said bridge shall be submitted to the Secretary of War for his appror* 
and until he approve the plan and location of said bridge it shall not b 
built or commenced, and should any change be made in the plan of ai 
bridge during the progress of the work thereon such changes shall I 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of War ; and all changes in ri 
construction of said bridge that may be directed by Congress shall I 
made at the cost and expense of the owners thereof. 

Sec. 6. That the right to alter, amend or repeal this act as in the judj 
ment of Congress the public good may require and to compel the remor 
of auy obstructions to navigation caused by said bridge at the expense 
the persons or corporations taking the benefit of this act, is her«?b 
reserved.

Tour 41th question states that the Kansas Pacific and Denver Pacific have been con- 
solidated with the Union Pacific, and asks if payment for services over these lines 
should be withheld and applied to the debt of the Union Pacific. 

Aiuieer. As stated in the second answer, the compensation should be entirely with- 
held, until otherwise directed by the court, because the Kansas Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is indebted for interest paid by the United States upon its subsidy bonds. (R- S, 
see. £260.) 

" 6th. Shall all compensation due for transportation for the Quartermaster's Departing 
f»xer those portions of the Sioux City and Pacific and the Central Branch Union Pacific

None of these corporations appear to be affected by the act relating to the compensa- 
tion of roads which received grants of land upon the condition of a free use of the road. 
Of course considerations additional to those above suggested would arise as to any such 
•company.

Sec. 3. That for the examinations and surveys herein provided for. ami 
for incidental repairs of harbors, for which there is no special appropria- 
tion, the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars is hereby appro- 
priated out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated; 
and in every case where examinations or surveys are made, the report 
thereon shall embrace such information concerning the commercial im- 
portance, present and prospective, of the improvement contemplated 
thereby, and such general commercial statistics, as the Secretary of War 
may be able to procure. 

Sec. 4. Whenever hereafter the navigation of any river, lake, harbor, 
or bay, or other navigable water of the United States, shall be obstructed 
or endanged by any sunken vessel or water-craft, it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of War, upon satisfactory information thereof, to cause 
reasonable notice, of not less than thirty days, to be given, personally or 
by publication, at least once a week in the newspaper published nearest 
the locality of such sunken vessel or craft, to all persons interested in such 
vessel or craft, or in the cargo thereof, of the purpose of said Secretary, 
unless such vessel or craft shall be removed as soon thereafter as practi- 
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cable by the parties interested therein, to cause the same to be removed* 
If such sunken vessel or craft and cargo shall not be removed by the* 
parties interested therein as soon as practicable after the date of the giv- 
iug of such notice by publication, or after such personal service of notice, 
as the case may be, such sunken vessel or craft shall be treated as aban- 
doned and derelict, and the Secretary of War shall proceed to remove the 
same. Such sunken vessel or craft and cargo and all property therein 
when so removed shall, after reasonable notice of the time and place of 
sale, be sold to the highest bidder or bidders for cash, and the proceeds 
»f such sales shall be deposited in the Treasury of the United States to 
the credit of a fund for the removal of such obstructions to navigation, 
under the direction of the Secretary of War, and to be paid out for that 
purpose on his requisition therefor. The provisions of this act shall apply 
to all such wrecks whether removed under this act or under any other 
act of Congress. Such sum of money as may be necessary to execute 
this section of this act is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 
Treasury of the United States not otherwise appropriated, to be paid out 
"n the requisition of the Secretary of War.

The Secretary of War is pained to announce to the Army the death of 
Brigadier General Albert J. Myer, Chief Signal Officer U. S. Army, 
which took place at Buffalo, New York, this morning. 

Entering the Army in 1854 as an assistant surgeon on the Texas fron- 
tier, where vast stretches of plain offer great facility for communication by 
vision, General Myer^s attention was early turned to the subject of signal- 
ing by sight, iu which he has since achieved such remarkable success ; 
establishing that branch of the military service, during the late war, on a 
basis of usefulness and importance that has proved of the greatest benefit 
ind caused its knowledge to become an important part of education, not 
only for the Army but also for the Navy. The Army is also largely in- 
debted to his efforts for its telegraphic communication with posts on the 
extreme frontier ; five thousand miles of electric telegraph lines having 
been built under his supervision. 

Assigned by the Secretary of War, under the act of February 9, 1870, 
to the duty of taking meteorological observations and giving public no- 
tice of the approach and force of storms, with the assistance of our exten- 
sive telegraph system, for the benefit of commerce, he brought to bear 
remarkable ability for organizing and perfecting this service, and making 
its usefulness felt, not only in every seaport but in every hamlet of the 
land. In this comparatively unexplored field of science and usefulness, 
General Myer displayed the enterprise of practical investigation and 
Btudy of meteorology, with the production of useful results which has 
made his name familiar to every one of his countrymen, and proved of 
incalculable benefit to various interests. These services have been highly 

appreciated both at home and in foreign countries. His perseverance, 

energy, and tact, resulting in establishing a uniform international system 
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of simultaneous meteorological observations, affords to the world the only 
full and satisfactory data extant for the study of meteorology. Struck 
down at the meridian of his usefulness, the country has lost a most dis- 
tinguished and promising officer, and the Signal Service an able, efficient, 
and zealous chief. 

The officers of the Signal Corps and on duty therewith will wear the 
usual badge of mourning for thirty days.

1. By direction of the Secretary of War, the following instructions, and 
accompanying tables (Nob. 1 to 5, inclusive) of Land-Grant and Bonded rail- 
roads revised and corrected to date, are published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned : 

2. Table No. 1 gives the names of the companies now operating the 
Land-Grant and Bonded railroads; the former names of the roads ; the ter- 
mini of the land-grant and bonded portions of the roads ; the dates of the 
Jaws (statutes and pages) relating to the roads, and the conditions of the 
grants in respect of the use of the roads for the transportation of the 
troops and property of the United States. 

3. Table No. 2 contains a list of all the railways named in Table No. 1, 
to which the grants were made on condition that the companies owning 
or operating the roads should transport the troops and property of the 
United States over said roads free of cost, charge, or expense to the 
United States. 

4. Table No. 3 contains a list of all the railroads named in Table No. 1, 
to which the grants were made on the condition that " said railroad shall 

and remain a public highway for the use of the Government of the 
United States, free from toll or other charge upon the transportation of 
an 7 property or troops of the United States/' and to which payment for 
«uch transportation is forbidden by the act of March 3, 1875, in the fol- 
lowing words, to wit : " Provided, That no money shall hereafter be paid 
to any railroad company for the transportation of any property or troops 
•f the United States over any railroad which, in whole or in part, was 
constructed by the aid of a grant of public land on the condition that such 
railroad should be a public highway for the use of the Government of the 
United States, free from toll or other charge, or upon any other condi- 
tions, for the use of such road for such transportation ; nor shall any 
allowance be made for the transportation of officers of the Army over any 
f uch road when on duty and under orders as military officers of the United 
States. But nothing herein contained shall be construed as preventing any 
* Q ch railroad from bringing a suit in the Court of Claims for the charges 
for such transportation, and recovering for the same, if found entitled 
thereto by virtue of the laws in force prior to the passage of this act ' 
Prided, That the claim for such charges shall not have been barred by 
tl* statute of limitations at the time of bringing the suit ; and either part v 

(i) 
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shall have the right of appeal to the Supreme Court of the United States: 
And provided further, That the foregoing provisions shall not apply for 
the current fiscal year, nor thereafter, to roads where the sole condition 
of transportation is that the company shall not charge the Government 
higher rates than they do individuals for like transportation, and when 
the Quartermaster General shall be satisfied that this condition has been 
faithfully complied with." 

Notk. — The Supreme Court, in the cases of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe and 
the Lake Superior and Mississippi (now the Saint Paul and Dnluth) railroads, decided, 
and that decision applies with equal force to all the railroads named in Table Xo. 3, 
" that the reservation in question secures to the Government only a free use of the rail- 
roads concerned," (not the equipment, rolliug stock, &c.,) " and that it does not entitle 
the Government to have its troops and property transported by the company over their 
respective railroads free of charge for transporting the same." * * * " That the 
companies are entitled to compensation for all transportation performed by them, re- 
spectively, of troops and 'property of the Government, subject to a fair deduction for the 
use of their respective railroads." But notwithstanding this decision the Quarter- 
master's Department cannot pay for the transportation of any property or troops of the 
United States over any of the railroads named in Table No. 3, so long as the provisions 
of the act of March 3, 1875, above quoted, remain unrepealed or unaltered. 

5. Table No. 4 contains a list of all the railroads named in Table No. 1, 
to which grants of lands or bonds were made, but upon conditions which, 
in one way or another, permit full compensation to be made for all trans- 
portation services rendered by the companies owning or operating the 
roads. The compensation due from time to time to the Pacific railroad 
companies, to which bonds of the United States were loaned (see Table 5), 
is, however, withheld and applied by the Secretary of the Treasury in 
liquidating the interest and principal of said bonds. 

6. Table No. 5 contains a separate list of the Bonded Pacific railroads 
and their leased and operated lines. The compensation due from time to 
time to these Pacific railroads is withheld and applied, as above stated, 
under the acts of July 1, 1862, July 2, 1864, March 3, 1873, and May 7, 
1878 ; but the compensation due for transportation over their leased and 
operated lines is withheld in pursuance of the opinion of the Attorney 
General of February 24, 1874, and opinion of June 18, 1880, hereto ap- 
pended. 

7. In order that the"requirements of the laws in respect of these Land- 
Grant and Bonded railroads may be observed and fully complied with, 
officers of the Quartermaster's Department, in providing transportation, 
will, for convenience in settling accounts of these railroads, issue separate 
Requests and separate Bills of Lading to each of the Bonded Pacific rail- 
roads for all transportation required over them. The practice of issuing 
separate Requests and separate Bills of Lading for all transportation 
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over the Omaha bridge, when service over other portions of the Union 
Pacific Railroad is involved, will be discontinued. 

8. Separate Requests and separate Bills of Lading will be issued for all 
transportation required over the Land-Grant railroads which are required 
by law to transport the troops and property of the United States over said 
railroads free of cost, charge, or expense to the United States (see Table 
No. 2), and for all transportation required over the railroads to which 
payment for the transportation is forbidden by the act of March 3, 1875 
(see Table No. 3), except in cases provided for in the next succeeding para- 
graph. 

9. When transportation for passengers or freight is required over two 
or more railroads (whether Land-Grant or not), forming a through line, or 
where arrangements have been made for through transportation at through 
fates, a single Request or single Bill of Lading will be issued therefor in all 
cases where practicable, except as provided in paragraphs 7 and 8. 

10. Whenever transportation is required over a Land-Grant railroad 
subject to any of the conditions, restrictions, or provisions of law named 
in paragraphs 3 and 4 of this order, the initial letters or full name of the 
Laud-Grant road, the fact that it is a Land-Grant road and is required by 
Uw to transport the troops and property of the United States free of cost, 
charge, or expense to the United States, or that payment for the trans- 
portation is forbidden by law, will be stated on the Request or Bill of Lad- 
ing issued for the service. 

U. In cases where it is not practicable to procure the necessary trans- 
portation on a single Bill of Lading over several railroads forming a through 
line and having a through rate, separate Requests and separate Bills of 
Lading may be issued to the several portions of the through line; but 
officers will be particular to state in each Request and Bill of Lading so 
i*s«ed, whether to Land-Grant or Bonded railroads, or otherwise, the points 
of original departure and final destination of the persons or stores to be 
transported ; and officers settling accounts for such service will be par- 
ticular to note the points of original departure and ultimate destination, 
as stated in the Request or Bill of Lading, and will only allow each road its 
proportion of such through rate, it being understood that the authority to 
^ue separate Requests and separate Bills of Lading in such cases, is given 
merely to facilitate settlement with all the roads for the services rendered. 
The Government does not iu any manner derive any benefit therefrom ; 
uid the fact that separate Requests and separate Bills of Lading are issued 
in such cases, does not entitle any of the roads to local rates when through 
rates exist, the Government being at all times legally and justly entitled 
to the lowest rates offered the public for similar service. 
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12. Whenever circumstauces render necessary the issue of separate Be- 
quests and separate Bills of Lading to each of several roads forming a through 
line and having a through rate, or where special rates have been secured 
for the transportation, the proportion of the through or special rate inuring 
to each road, land-grant or otherwise, will, when known, be stated on 
each Request or Bill of Lading so issued. 

13. Special rates will not be accepted for transportation over a line of 
roads any one of which is a Land-Grant road and subject to the conditions 
and provisions of law named in paragraphs 3 and 4 of this order, unless 
the rates offered are lower than the regular tariff rates with all land-grant 
deductions. When such rates are offered, it should be specifically stated 
in the proposition that the proportion inuring to the Land-Grant road 
(which should be definitely fixed and stated) has beeu deducted, and that 
the rate proffered is payable for the service over the remaining portion of 
the route exclusively. Any proposition that does not conform to the re- 
quirements of this paragraph will not be accepted. 

14. Under the authority given in paragraph 54 of General Orders No. 
93, A. G. O., of 1872, to purchase tickets when transportation is required 
from one part of the country to another, officers are instructed not to pur- 
chase tickets for transportation over any of the Bonded Pacific railroads, 
nor over any of the Land-Grant roads uamed in Tables Nos. 2 and 3, ap- 
pended to this order. 

15. Payment will not be made for the transportation of any property 
or troops of the United States over auy of the railroads named in Tables 
Nos. 2 and 3. Accounts for transportation over such railroads excl usivelr, 
if presented for payment, will be returned to the person presenting them, 
with a statement of the reasons why payment cannot be made for the 
service. 

16. Officers settling accounts which include transportation over such 
Land-Grant roads, and over other roads to which payment is not forbidden 
by law, will withhold payment of the amount inuring to the Land-Grant 
road, deducting the same on the voucher at time of making settlement, 
and will issue a certificate for that amount, in duplicate, as follows:

, attached to said voucher.

to tbe United States ; therefore payment of the amount withheld will not be made.

If the amount is withheld because payment thereof is forbidden by law, 
in lieu of the words "and is required by law to transport the troops and 
property of the United States free of cost, charge, or expense to the United 
States," &c, say "and payment of the amount withheld is forbidden by 
law." 

Note.— In stating the date on which the transportation was furnished, be governed 
by the date of the certificate on the Request of the party transported, and by the cer- 
tificate of shipment in the Bill of Lading; and in giving the amount withheld, give 
only the amount for services over the Land-Grant road, and not the full amount repre- 
sented by the voucher. The certificate can be used in settling accounts which include 
transportation over the Bonded Pacific railroads by making the necessary altera- 
tions. 

17. The original of this certificate will be sent to the company operat- 
ing the Land-Grant road over which the transportation covered by the cer- 
tificate was furnished, and will be accepted by the Government as evidence 
of service rendered, in place of the original Requestor Bill of Lading; the 
duplicate of the certificate will be given to the railroad company with 
which settlement is made, for use in settlement with its connecting 
lines. 

18. Payment may be made to any Land-Grant railroad company for 
transportation over any other road not land-grant, or to which payment 
is not forbidden by law or regulations, when the Land-Grant company is, 
in the ordinary course of business, entitled to collect the freight or passage 
money. Payment may also be made to any Land-Grant railroad company 
for transportation over any portion of its road, or branch roads, or leased 
or operated lines, to which payment is not forbidden by law or regula- 
tions. 

19. In conformity to the decision of the Second Comptroller of the 
Treasury of July 28, 1874, authority is given for the reimbursement of 
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the actual cost of transportation over the Land-Grant roads named in Ta- 
bles Nos. 2 and 3, of persons not of the Army (civilians hired) holding 
appointment or employment under the United States, when on duty and 
traveling under orders at Government expense, whenever it is impractica- 
ble to furnish such persons with the necessary Transportation Request. 

20. In settlement of accounts for transportation over a railroad or line 
of railroads controlled and operated by one company, even though com- 
posed by the consolidation, lease, or otherwise of several roads, a part 
only of which is land-grant and subject to the conditions named in par- 
agraphs 3 and 4 of this order, the amount to be withheld on account of 
land -grant (for which certificate is to be issued), and the amount to be paid 
for the transportation over that portion of the road not subject to any of 
said conditions, will be apportioned according to their respective distances, 
the rate for the whole distance the troops or stores are carried being the 
rate at which settlement will be made; and in no case arising under this 
paragraph will a certificate be issued for a greater amount than the amount 
due on a strictly mileage basis. 

21. For transportation at through rates over a line of roads controlled 
and operated by several companies, one or more of which is a Land-Grant 
road and subject to the conditions named in paragraphs 3 and 4, the 
amount to be withheld on account of the Land-Grant road will be the pro- 
portion (agreed upon by the companies operating the several roads) inuring 
to the Land-Grant road, which proportion should be ascertained by theoffi- 
cers before settlement of the account is made. If railroad companies re- 
fuse to state the proportions agreed upon, the amount withheld will be 
apportioned on a mileage basis, and the reasons why it was so apportioned 
will be stated on the voucher. 

22. Accounts for transportation over the bonded Pacific railroads, in- 
cluding the Omaha bridge, and all lines owned, leased, or controlled by 
said Pacific railroads, will be presented for adjustment to the quarter- 
masters designated for that duty, who will forward them, properly pre- 
pared and certified, to the Quartermaster General for examination and 
reference to the accounting officers of the Treasury. No payments will 
be made by officers of the Army for transportation of any kind over these 
roads. 

23. In settlement of accounts which include transportation over these 
Pacific railroads, and over other railroads to which payment for the 
service is not forbidden by law or regulations, officers will issue the cer- 
tificate provided in paragraph 16, for the full amount inuring to the Pa- 
cific railroad, the several copies of which will be disposed of in the roan- 
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ner required by paragraph 17. The certificate will show that the road is 
a Bonded road, and that payment of the amount is withheld in pursuance 
of regulations which require settlement for the service to be made by the 
Treasury Department.

The following opinion of the Attorney General, in relation to withholding payments 
from Pacific Railroad Companies for transportation services performed for the Govern- 
ment, is published for the information of all concerned.

Sir : Yours of the 7th ultimo refers to me certain questions suggested by the Quar- 
termaster General, to each of which I subjoin my answer in the order of presentation: 

"1st. Shall all compensation due for transportation services rendered for the Quarter- 
master's Department over those portions of the Union and Central Pacific Railroads 
which were built by aid of Government bonds bo withheld?" 

Answer. Yes. The second section of the act of May 7, 1878, chapter 96, expressly 
declares: "Sec. 2. That the whole amount of compensation which may, from time to 
time, be due to said several railroad companies, respectively, for services rendered for 
the Government, shall be retained by the United States," Ac. (20 Stat., 58). This act 
was intended to change the pre-existing law, and could hardly be made more explicit. 

"2d. Shall full compensation be made for all transportation services rendered for the 
Quartermaster's Department over those portions of roads owned, leased, controlled, and 
operated by said Union and Central Pacific Railroad Companies which were not built 
by aid of Government bonds, or shall all compensation due for such services be with- 
held?" 

Answer. Though the Supreme Court held, in United States vs. Kansas Pacific Railway 
Company (99 U. S., 455), that the bonds issued to that corporation are not a lien beyond 
the 100th meridian, nor is the company liable for five per cent, of its earnings beyond 
that point, yet, in the following case, United States vs. Denver Pacific Railway Com- 
pany (99 U. S., 460), the court, in a note, based its exemption of the road from liability 
to have its compensation for Government transportation withheld upon the fact that 
the company (Denver Pacific Railway Company) was not indebted to tho United States. 
The Central and Union Pacific Railroad Companies, owning, leasing, controlling, and 
operating the branches referred to in this inquiry, are indebted to the United States 
upon subsidy bonds. In this state of the decisions, I advise the retention of all com- 
pensation to these roads for services upon such branches, so that the question can be 
judicially determined. 

"3d. Shall all compensation due for transportation services rendered for the Quarter- 
master's Department over that portion of the Kansas Pacific Railroad — 393}$ miles 
— which was built by aid of Government bonds, or only one-half of such compensation, be 
withheld?" 

(9) 
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Answer. All compensation should be withheld over the entire length of this road, 
under Revised Statutes, section 6260, still in force, which declares: 

"The Secretary of the Treasury is directed to withhold all payments to any railroad 
company and its assigns, on account of freights or transportation over their respective 
roads of any kind, to the amount of payments made by the United States for interest 
upon bonds of the United States issued to any such company, and which shall not have 
been reimbursed, together with the five per centum of net earnings due and unapplied, 
as provided by law." 

"4th. Shall any part, and, if so, what part, of the compensation due for transporta- 
tion services rendered for the Quartermaster's Department orer that portion of said 
Kansas Pacific Railroad— 244 miles— which was built without aid of Government bonds, 
be withheld?" 

Answer. For reasons indicated in my reply to your second question, I think aU com- 
pensation should be withheld as to this portion of that road, as well as to that in aid of 
which bonds issued. 

Your fifth question states that the Kansas Pacific and Denver Pacific have been con- 
solidated with the Union Pacific, and asks if payment for services over these lines 
should be withheld and applied to the debt of the Union Pacific. 

Answer. As stated in the second answer, the compensation should be entirely with- 
held, until otherwise directed by the court, because the Kansas Pacific Railway Com- 
pany is indebted for interest paid by the United States upon its subsidy bonds. (B. S, 
sec. 5260.) 

"6th. Shall aU compensation due for transportation for the Quartermaster's Department 
over those portions of the Sioux City and Pacific and the Central Branch Union Pacific 
Railroads, which were built by aid of Government bonds, be withheld, or $haU only one- 
half of such compensation be withheld?" 

Answer. All; because derelict in payment of interest. (R. S., sec. 5260.) 

" 7th. Shall any part, and, if so, what part, of the compensation due for transporta 
tion services rendered for the Quartermaster's Department over lines owned, leased, 
controlled, and operated by said Sioux City and. Pacific and Central Branch Union Pacific 
Railroad Companies, which were not built by aid from Government bonds, be withheld? 

Answer. All ; for reasons indicated in the second answer. (R. S., sec. 5260.) 

None of these corporations appear to be affected by the act relating to the compens»* 
tion of roads which received grants of land upon the condition of a free use of the road. 
Of course considerations additional to those above suggested would arise as to any such 
company. 

The letters of the Secretary of War and of the Quartermaster General are herewith 
returned, as requested.

Hats, uniform caps, forage caps, uniform coats, uniform jackets, and 
flannel sack coats, of the patterns in use prior to the adoption of the new 
uniform, will be borne on the Return as "old pattern clothing," and, if 
issued, will be charged at the prices fixed in General Orders No. 75, Ad- 
jutant General's Office, 1871. 

Great-coats, old pattern, and trowsers of kersey, manufactured prior to 
the adoption of the new standard, (November 14, 1874,) will be charged 
at the prices stated in General Orders No. 10.">, Adjutant General's Office, 
1879. 

Cork helmets are supplied only to troops serving in extremely hot 
climates, in the first and third years of their enlistment, and these only in 
lieu of the campaign hats. The necessity for such issue must in all cases 
be certified to by the Department Commander. 

Service chevrons, when issued, will be dropped from the returns of the 
officer responsible, but will not be charged on the clothing account of the 
soldier. 

Trumpets "F" will hereafter he supplied to all foot troops, instead of 
the bugles heretofore furnished. "F" trumpets with detachable "C" 
crooks are supplied to all moun-ed troops. 

Returns of officers will show the number of halves of shelter tents for 
which they are responsible, and the accountability will be for halves. In 
like manner tent- poles and pins are to be accounted for by number and 
not by sets of poles and pinB. Poles should be classed as "uprights" or 
"ridgepoles."

The following extracts from an opinion of the Judge Advocate General, 
approved by the Secretary of War, in relation to the power under the 
Articles of War to convene courts of inquiry, are published for the in- 
formation of the Army : 

* # # « * 

It is the offense charged which should give the jurisdiction and not the status of 
the party in the service. 

* * * * * 

If the charges to be inquired into are beyond the jurisdiction of a regimental court, 
then, it is believed, that the regimental commander would not be the proper com- 
manding officer to order the court of inquiry, and this whether the party demanding 
the court be a commissioned officer or enlisted man. 

* # # • # 

By the principle announced, a post commander is not the proper com- 
manding officer to order a court of inquiry if the charges to be inquired 
into are beyond the jurisdiction of a garrison court-martial. 

The " commanding officer" empowered by the Articles of War to order 
a court of inquiry is a commander who by law is competent to convene 
a court-martial for trial of the offenses against the law military involved 
in the alleged "transaction, accusation, or imputation."

I . - The following opinion of the Attorney General of the United States, 
concurred in by the Second Comptroller of the Treasury, with the orders 
of the Secretary of War baaed thereon, is published for the information of 
the Army :

Sir: I have considered the following question, which was submitted to me in a letter 
from Mr. H. T. Crosby, chief clerk of your. Department, dated the 30th ultimo, pur- 
porting to have been written for and in the absence of the Secretary of War, namely :: 
"Whether an officer in receipt of commutation for quarters under section 9, act of " 
June 18, 1878 (20 Stat, 151), is entitled to a continuation of that commutation during 
the time that he may be absent from duty under the 'cumulative leave' acts of May 8, 
1874 (18 Stat., 43), and July 29, 1876 (19 Stat 102)."' 

In a former opinion of this Department, dated January 16, 1879, it was held that the 
act of July 29, 1876, cited above (which is amendatory of the act of May 8, 1874, also 
above cited), did not authorize commutation for quarters to officers on leave, but that 
it did continue to such officers quarter* in kind. The particular inquiry with reference 
to which, that ruling was given contained no citation of the act of June 18, 1878; nor 
was that act at all considered in connection with such inquiry, which was dealt with as 
only cHlltng for an examination of the law as it stood on and after the date of the act 
of July l876 > and l>e&>re the modification introduced by the act of June 18, 1878. 

Under section 24 of the act of July 16, 1870— which governed as to allowances to offi- 
cers when the act of 1876 was enacted— allowances for quarters were authorized to be- 
made in frmdonly; and consequently the last-mentioned act, in the then existing state 
of the law, could not operate upon allowances for quarters other than those in kind. 
But by the act of June 18, 1878, the law was so modified as to authorize commutation for 
quarters to be allowed to officers in the cases there provided. The allowance of com- 
mutation for quarters Urns authorized, in my opinion, comes within the operation of the 
act of 1876. This act declares that "all officer* on duty shall be allowed, in the discretion 
of the Secretary of War, sixty days' leave of absence without deduction of pay or allowance: 
provided that the same be taken once in two years," etc. Where any such officer, to 
whom leave of absence " without deduction of pay or allowance" has been granted, is 
at the time he takes his leave entitled to an allowance of commutation for quarters, this 
allowance must be deemed to be coutinued to him, by force of that provision, whilst he 
is on leave of absence, though for a period not exceeding that for which the leave was 
jrxantable thereunder. 

The question submitted is accordingly answered by me in the affirmative.

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8. This order will cause a removal of all stoppages of pay occasioned 
by payments heretofore made to officers who were in receipt of commuta- 
tion and were granted that allowance on account of the supposed contin- 
uation of commutation for quarters, subsequent to June 18, under 
the cumulative leave acts above mentioned. 

3. Applications for the authorized allowance described in paragraph 1 
of this order may be made as follows: For any time prior to July 1, 
1880, to the Second Auditor of the Treasury, Washington, District of 
Columbia, and for any time subsequent to June 30, 1880, to the nearest 
paymaster of the Army. 

4. This order will not be construed to change existing orders in relation 
to any case where a leave of absence is immediately preceded by an 
allowance of quarters in kind. 

By direction of the Secretary of War, the following instructions are 
also published fur the information and guidance of all concerned: 

Officers on duty with troops, not in the field, will be furnished with 
quarters in kind when public quarters are available; but, in cases where 
there are not sufficient quarters possessed by the United States to accom- 
modate them, the Quartermaster's Department shall hire the necessary 
quarters for each officer unprovided therewith. 

Officers on duty without troops at stations where there are public 
quarters, will be provided with quarters in kind ; but,' in such case* 
where there are not sufficient quarters possessed by the United States, 
the Quartermaster's Department shall hire the necessary 'quarters for 
each officer unprovided therewith. 

Officers on duty without troops at places where there are no public 
quarters are alone entitled to commutation, which will be paid by the 
Pay Department at the rate authorized by the act approved June 23, 
1879.

In addition to the instructions contained in General Orders No. 
100, series of 1879, from Headquarters of the Army, concerning 
details of officers of the Army at colleges, universities, &c, the fol- 
lowing instructions from the Secretary of War, concerning the detail 
of retired officers at such institutions, under the act approved May 
4, 1880, are published for the information of all concerned : 

The act provides — 

That upon the application of any college, university, or institution of learning, 
incorporated under the laws of any State within the United States, haying capacity 
at the same time to educate not less than one hundred and fifty male students, the 
President may detail an officer of the Army on the retired list to act as president, 
superintendent, or professor thereof; and such officer may receive from the institution 
to which he may be detailed the difference between his retired and full pay, and shall 
not receive any additional pay or allowance from the United States. 

All officers detailed under section 1225, Revised Statutes, whether 
from the active or retired list, belong to the thirty officers distributed 
according to the annexed apportionment, and the institutions to 
which they are detailed are entitled to the arms provided by that 
section, under regulations published in General Orders No. 100, 
series of 1879, from Headquarters of the Army. 

The details authorized by the act of May 4, 1880, will be in addi- 
tion to the thirty allowed by the section referred to, and may be 
made to institutions of learning of the requisite grade in any State, 
without reference to population or to the number of officers already 
serving therein ; but there is no provision of law for supplying arms 
to the institutions receiving details under this act. 

Whenever the detail of an officer, under section 1225, Revised 
Statutes, shall expire at an institution of learning within a State or 
group of States having a greater number of officers on such duty 
than the State or group is entitled to under the apportionment, the 
vacancy so created will not be filled by a detail under the section 
named, but by a detail, under the act approved May 4, 1880, of such 
officer on the retired list as the authorities of the institution may 
select and who may be willing to accept the detail. 

Any communication addressed to a retired officer, in care of this 
office, will be forwarded to his address. The names of all such 
officers are published in the Army Register.

The following decision of the Secretary of War, relative to the 
proper construction of General Orders No. 106, of 1879, is, by his 
direction, published for the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned : 

1. That the number and grade of the clerks who may be employed is to be fixed by 
the heads of the Military Bureaux in accordance with the classification given in said 
order, and shall not involve expenditure exceeding the allotment of appropriation 
which may be made to each Division and Department. 

2. The selection of employes as clerks, <kc, is left to the officer employing them, 
provided such selection has the approval of the commander of the Division or Depart- 
ment in which the officer may be serving, and the approval of the head of Military 
Bureau, when serving at depots, arsenals, posts, and stations not under the imme- 
diate control of a Division or Department Commander. 

3. The term hired labor, as used in paragraph 2, General Orders No. 96, 1867, is 
construed to refer to employes of an inferior class to that to which General Orders 
106, of 1879, applies. It may in general be said to extend to those hired by the day 
or for temporary labor of short duration, or of such character as may require discharge 
of laborers as soon as a particular work is completed upon which they were hired.
